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FILLING ROOSEVELT RANKS | 


GREAT ENTHUSIASM FOR THE 
YOUNG REFORMER. 

& STIRRING ADDRESS TO THE REPUB- 
LICAN CLUB—PROSPECTS OF SUCCESS 
BRIGHTENING FROM DAY TO DAY, 

The Hon. Theodore Roosevelt had a most 
fnthusiastic reception by the Republican Club at 
its clubhouse, in West Twenty-eighth-street, last 

evening. The meeting was called to act upon a 

resolution introduced by James 8. Lehmaier at a 

meosting a week ago indorsing the candidates to 

be named by the Republican County Committee. 

Bo important a matter naturally drew to the 

meeting every member of the organization who 

could be on hand, for they knew that Mr. Roose- 

Yelt was to be present. 


Among those assembled to welcome him at the 
meeting, over which Thomas F.Wentworth, Pfes- 
ident of the club, presided, were Orson Adams, 
President of the Commercial Bank; A. C. 
Cheney, President of the Garfield Bank; Judge 
Frederick G. Gedney, Judge Myer 8&8. 
Isaacs, ex-Assemblyman Henry L. Sprague, 
Joseph R. Pool, Mortimer C. Addoms,

Foster. The second‘ fioor of the clubhouse was 
filled to its utmost capacity, fully half of those 
present being compelled to stand throughout the 
proceedings. 

Mr. Lehmaier moved the adoption of the reso- 
lution of indorsement, and this motion was car- 
ried without opposition with a hearty round of 
cheers, which were repeated again and again, 
when Mr. Roosevelt, accompanied by Chairman 
Elihu Root, of the County Committee, entered 
the room. The cheers were for ‘‘ the next Mayor 
of %ew-York,”’ and there was no mistake in their 
snap and fire that they were the cheers of men 
who meant business. 

President Wentworth introduced Mr. Roose- 
velt to the members of theclub in a shortspeech, 
in which, after pointing out the failure of cit- 
Izens’ movements because of a lack of party ma- 
vhinery, he said: “It remained for almost a 
boy—a young man just from his college— 
to go to our legislative halls and show to 
us older heads in politics that reforms in 
our municipal affairs could be accomplished 
within party lines and through the instrumen- 
tality of our own party machinery. To the satis- 
faction of every one he has proved this; to the 
satisfaction of you all he will again prove that 
needed reforms can be carried out in our munici- 
pal affairs by the Republican Party and its 
organization. Gentlemen, behold your Daniel.” 

When the applause and cheering had subsided 
go that Mr. Roosevelt could make himself heard, 
he said: 

GENTLEMEN: I am very thankful to you for this 
most cordial reception, and assure you most 
heartily that I am very glad to have the honor 
of speaking here to-night. Ifeel very much at 
home here, for Iam one of you aud among those 
I know I may count upon and grect as old 
friends. Isee many aman among you by whose 
side Ihave stood in past fights. We were suc- 
cessful in many of those. We worked together 
then and won, and I think we have a fight on 
hand this time in which we can again win. [Ap- 
plause. } 

When I first went to Albany to represent 
many of youl had to depend in great measure 
upon youand those who were associated with 
you for support in performing the duty which I 
deemed it incumbent for me to perform in the 
Interest of the great city we all love. 

needed support outside of the regular 
political organizations in the successful pros- 
ecution of the work I set about. I found that 
encouragement and support in this organization 
and those made up of such young men as I see 
Eamaret about me here. When I introduced the 
ill giving to the Mayor the arbitrary power 
which the candidate you will elect this 
time will first fully exercise, and which 
makes this election of such vital importance to 
the city’s best interest now—the bill I refer to 
being the one taking from the Board of 
Aldermen the confirmatory power—I got the 
help I then needed from just such bodies as this. 
{ had your help then, gentlemen of the Republic- 
an Club, and I want it and expect it now. [Ap- 
plause and cries of ‘* You’ll have it.’’] 

“Now, gentlemen, as to the outlook for this 
campaign. Some of our weak-kneed Republicans 
say. that because there is a split in the Demo- 
eratic Party—for the George movement amounts 
to only that—the Republican voters should 
abandon their party and take some other ma- 
chine to thorongbly smash the George move- 
ment with. And, curiously enough, they advice 
us to take the Democratic machine, which 
is the weakest, and proceed to smash 
Mr. George with that. That’s the queer sort 
of logic they use, ignoring the fact that the Re- 
publican Party has an organization which, be- 
cause of the hopeless break in the Democratic 
Party, is the strongest that exists and the only 
one that can be effectually used to crush the life 
out of that movement and bring to the city safe 
and honest government. We will use our or- 
ganization and use it effectually to accomplish 
the purpose that every honest man desires. 
[Applause and cheers. } 

Gentlemen, we can win if every man inthe 
Republican Party will take hold and do honest, 
earnest work. First of all, we must see to it that 
the men who should vote are registered. There 
is our first duty—to secure a full registration. 
The Republicans of this city have got such a 
chance as they have long locked for, and one 
which doesn’t often come to us. It remains with 
you to see whether this chanceis taken advan- 
tage of. Will you see to it? [Cries of “ We 
will !” and applause. ] 

Of my record in the pastit is not necessary to 
speak to you, nor is it nécessary for me to make 
any pomises for thé future as to the course I 
shall pursue. You know that when in Albany I 
devoted my time solely—no, not solely, but prin- 
cipally—to looking after legislation affecting the 
affairs of our great city aud its material inter- 
esta. Ineed only say to youthat if elected to 
the position for which I have been nominated I 
will try to carry out the same policy for which I 
worked for three yearsin Albany. 

Vociferous cheers greeted: the young candi- 
date as he concluded his address, and it was an 
enthusiasm that was genuine and deep seated. 

Gen. Stewart L. Woodford, of Brooklyn, fol- 
lowed with an impassioned address urging the 
members of‘ the club to take just such steps as 
had been followed by the Young Men’s Repub- 
lican Club of Brooklyn to secure the election of 
Mayor Low, and assured them if such a course 
was pursued there was not a shadow of doubt as 
to Mr. Roosevelt's election. 

Chairman Elihu Root followed with a rattling 
speech, in which he told the members of the club 
that if the gentlemen who reside on the avenues 
and frequent the clubs would work as honestly 
and senloualy as the men who have alwas been 
active in the party machinery are now working 
Mr. Roosevelt would be as certainly elected as 
the sun wouldrise on the morning of Nov. 3. 
“‘T’m no believer in Mr. George’s land theories,” 
he said, “‘ but if the moneys paid for taxes in this 
great city and its vast properties are to be dis- 
tributed, I would rather see them distributed 
among the workingmen than in salaries and in 
stealings among the followers and associates of 
Spinola and Croker and Power and Murphy, as 
aoe Hewitt has promised these men they should 

e,”” 

The Hon. William Dowd said, among other 
things, that the Roosevelt boom had gained such 
an impetus that if all Republicans would per in 
pushing the movement it would notonly frighten 
the Democrats, as it has now, but stampede 
them, and place Mr. Roosevelt in the Mayor’s 
vhair. Ex-Alderman John C. O’Connor, Jr., 
randidate for the President of the board; Judge 
Granville P. Hawes, candidate for the Superior 
Court, and Gen. Henry A. Barnum all spoke en- 
Srmatentioaliy and earnestly of the favorable 
outloek, and then the —e adjourned with 
more cheers for the whole ticket.

Roosevelt, all of the Citizens’ Committee, were 
among the throng which visited Mr. Roosevelt

ing a successful issue of Mr. Roosevelt’s candi- 
dacy for the Mayoralty, with Cornelius N. Bliss, 
Commissioner Stephen B. French, Editor Watson 
Gilder, of the Century; Banker Jesse Seligman, 
Commissioner Jacob Hess, Sheridan Shook, John 
W. Jacobus, Col. Church, editor of the Army and 
Navy Journal; ex-Assemblyman Waiter Howe, 
George O. Jones, E. B. Hinsdale, William

This willbe one of the 
first movements to show that the conservative 
sentiment is with Mr. Rooseveltin this campaign, 
and that this sentiment believes that votes cast 
for him are the best means ‘or squelching the 
Henry George movement. 

“Four thousand votes will be cast for Mr 
Roosevelt in the Nineteenth District, estimatin 
on the present registration,” said Secretary W. 
H. Bellamy, of the County Committee. “Ifthe 
registration isas greatin the next two days as 
we confidently expect it to be-we will poll 4,500 
ormore votesforhim. Our people think the 
ticket the best one the Republicans have had 
in the field for years, and will allturn inand 
work forit. If other districts do as well as ours 
promises to there is no doubt about Mr. Roose- 
velt’s election.” 

“Mr, Roosevelt is very popular in our dis- 
trict,” said Mr. John Simpson, the Republican

, GENTLEMEN: I take very great pleasure in atcept- 

ing the nomination for Mayor tendered me by the 

Citizens’ Committee of One Hundred. I have read 

carefully the resolutions adopted by the mass meet. 

ing of citizens held in the Academy of Music June 

2, 1886, at which the Committee of One Hundred 

was appointed, and I can only express my entire con- 

currence with the principles they put forward. 

In particular I heartily agree with what is 

therein stated to the effect that the worst evils that 

afiiict our local Government arise from and are the 
inevitable results of the mixing up of city affairs with 
the party politics of the Nation and of the State. 

The lines upon which national parties fivide have 

no necessary connection with the business of the 

city, and it isa most serious misfortune for New- 

York to have the management of its municipal 

business complicated by considerations of the real 

or supposed welfare of outside political organiza- 

a with which it has properly nothing whatever 

0 ao. 


The election of a Mayor of our city is a matter 
affecting first and chietiy the wellbeing of our own 
citizens; and it is a misfortune to have a contest for 
the Mayoralty waged with a view to the effect upon 
approaching State and national political struggies. 
The selection of our public servants and the adimin- 
istration of our public business should have no con- 
nection with the conflicts of national parties; for 
such connections open the way to countless 
schemes of public plunder and civic cor. 
ruption. .I very earnestly deprecate all at- 
tempts to introduce any class or caste 
feeling into the Mayoralty contest. Laborers and 
capitalists alike are interested in having an honest 
and economical City Government, and fe elected I 
shall certainly strive to be the representative of all 
good citizens, paying heed to nothing whatever but 
the general wellbeing. As regards my own course, 
I am willing vou should take what I have done for 
the city in the New-York Legislature as an earnest 
of what I will try to do for it, if elected Mayor.

The Republican County Committee is arranging 
for a grand ratification meeting, to be held in 
the large hall of.the Cooper Institute on Wednes- 
day evening of next week, at which some of the 
best orators in the Republican Party will de- 
liver addresses.

An 
informal meeting to further the interests of the 
organization is to be held at the club’s head- 
quarters at Room No. 22 No. 47 Broadway at 
3:30 o'clock ftltis afternoon, and steps will be 
taken for immediate organization for campaign 
work. The circular inviting business men to 
be present at the meeting is signed by James R. 
Jones, Giraud Foster, John sa Guion, F. R. 
Hoyt, William C. Le Gendre, F. G. Wells, and 
others. 

Ex-Assemblyman Willard A. Cobb, of Lock- 
port, who served in the Legislature with Mr. 
Roosevelt; was one of his visitors at the Fifth- 
Avenue Hotel yesterday. He said to New-York 
Republicans: “If you don’t clect Roosevelt 
Mayor, you never deserve another good candi- 
date, nor ought your people to ever have munici- 
pal reform or relief from existing abuses.” 

The necessity of registration is being urged 
npon every kuown Republican and independent 
voter in the city by the Republican Club of the 
City of New-York, which has issued an address 
to all such persons, pointing out the fact 
that the only way to defeat George is 
to vote for Mr. Roosevelt, as the Demo- 
cratic vote jis so evenly divided be- 
tween Messrs. Hewitt and George. Their ad- 
dress says: “ This ticket has the hearty support 
of every member of the Republican organiza- 
tion, and can only be beaten through the indit- 
ference or thoughtless action of independent 
Republicans.

FALSE-SWEARING CHEROKEES. 
TAHLEQUAH, Indian Territory, Oct 20.— 
Sheriff Saunders, of Coowescoowee District, 
Cherokee Nation, who rounded up 1,200 head of 
cattle near the Kansas line in the vicinity of 
Coffeyville that were trespassing on lands be- 
longing to non-citizens, reported to the depart- 


ment here to-day that he reached the line of 
Arkansas, where he was to put them across out 
of this country, with only 100 head. He says 
the citizens of the nation swore to the ownership 
of pretty near all of them, though he believes 
some swore falsely, being paid todo so. He also 
says that this law in regard to putting out tres- 
passing stock cannot be successfully executed 
until this false swearing to ownership is made 
impossible. A rigid law will be recommended to 
the Council on this subject by the chief.

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RUSSIA AND TURKEY AGREE 


. BULGARIA ADVISED TO CON- 
CEDE RUSSIA’S DEMANDS. 


“THE REGENCY REFUSE TO BROOK TURK-:? 
ISH INTERFERENCE—THE GREAT SO-* 


BRANJE CALLED TO MEET NEXT WEEK. 
Sorta, Oct. 20.—Gadban Effendi, the 
Turkish representative, has informed the Bul- 
garian Ministry that he has been instructed to 
actin concert with Gen. Kaulbars, the Russian 
agent, whose arrival at Sofia, Gadban Effendi 
says, he will await before making for Turkey 
definite proposals to Bulgaria, strongly advising 
the Ministry, however, in the meantime to con- 
cede the Russian demands and postpone the 
meeting of the Great Sobranje to elect a successor 
to the Bulgarian throne. As soon as Gadban 
Effendi’s information was received a special 
Cabingt council was held to consider what he 
had presented. The result of this council was 
that Gadban Effendi was informed that ‘the 
Bulgarian Government would no more brook 
Turkish than it would Russian interference, but 
would resist both, with the comforting convic- 
tiou that any misfortunes likely to overtake Bul- 
garia would never compare in seriousness with 
the retribution awaiting the infatuation of 
Turkey.” 

It isreported in Zankoff (pro-Russian) circles 
that Gadban Effendi has confidentially stated 
that the Czar has made an arrangement with the 
Porte, the Czar guaranteeing the integrity of the 
Sultan’s dominions, reducing the Turkish war 


indemnity, and obtaining permission to garrison 
and fortify the Dardanelles and to occupy Bul- 
garia with Russian and Roumelia with Turkish 
troops. 

Alarm is felt here over the massing of the 
Turkish troops, whichis at present in progress 
along the Buigarian frontier. 

The Regency have published a decree conven- 
ing the Great Sobranje on Oct. 27. All the for- 
eign Consuls excepting the Russian representa- 
tive will attend the opening. 

Bulgaria is expected to meet the difficulty of 
Turkey’s objection to Roumelians sitting in thfe 
Great Sobranje by excluding them from partici- 

ation in the election of a Prince to succeed 

rince Alexander, on the ground that participa- 
tion by them in such proceedings would be ille- 
gal, but allewing them to be present and take 
part in the ordinary legislative work of the body. 


Paris, Oct. 20.—The Journal des Débats 
says that the three empires have come to an un- 
derstanding on the Bulgarian question on the 
following basis, namely: That Russia shall not 
occupy Bulgaria, and that Austria and Germany 
shall not recognize either the eecency or the 
by pes gogo by the Sobranje without the assent 
of Russia. 


VIENNA, Oct. 20.—The Neue Freie Presse 
has a dispatch from Sofia saying: “Gadban Ef- 
fendi has presented a note to the Regency de- 
manding that the meeting of the Sobranje be 
postponed sine die, on the ground that Russia 
does not approve the recent elections, and that 
the powers have not yet decided upon a candidate 
for the vacant throne. The whole tenor of the 
note is pro-Russian.” There is much excitement 
in Austrian official circles. 


A WARNING TO MOONLIGHTERS. 
BISHOP NULTY VIGOROUSLY DENOUNCES 
THEIR CRIMES. 

LonDON, Oct. 20.—The Most Rev. Thomas 
Nulty, Roman Catholic Bishop of Meath, 
preached a powerful sermon in Dublin 
Sunday against moonlighters. He denounced 
in the strongest terms the acts perpe- 
trated by the moonlighters and called them the 
greatest enemies Ireland had to-day, and said the 
outrages they committed served but to perpetu- 
ate landlordism, which otherwise, he de- 
clared, was doonied. He asked the moon- 


lighters to restore the arms and other 
property they had stolen to the rightful 
owners. *‘ Youcando this quietly,” continued 
the Bishop; ‘“‘you can make this restitution 
throngh me if you wish, or you can make it 
through your. parish priests, who will not betray 
your secrets.” Continuing, Bishop Nulty said: 
‘Tf the moonlighters fail to desist from their 
outrages Iam determined to organize a com- 
mittee to watch them and bring them to justice. 
I knew many of these men myself. It is im- 
possible for them to escape. * * * Our coun- 
try is on her trial. Her prosperity and a 
ness for centuries depend on the good behavior 
of her people during the coming Winter. As 
soon as Ireland shall have proved herself able to 
overn herself we shall have the whole English 
emocracy on our side. Then home rule will be 
certain.” 

The Times, commenting on Bishop Nulty’s 
sermon, says: ‘The Bishop’s utterance was 
outspoken and vigorous, but it comes too late. 
It puts the whole matter on a true basis, setting 
morality and the repression of crime before all 
political changes whatever.” 


DUBLIN, Oct. 20.—A tenant named Hur- 
ley, assisted by a band of neighbors, successfully 
resisted eviction at Clonakilty, County Cork. 
To-day the whole band left the house they had 
barricaded and defended and went out in a body 
to enjoy their victory. The bafiled police, how- 
ever, had not totally abandoned their side of the 
tight. They had retreated and gone into ambush, 
and when Hurley and his little army had got 
well on their way to the tavern the officers of 
the law goed put themselves between the 
abandoned house and its defenders and suc- 
ceeded in arresting all of the latter. 


WHAT LONDON TALKS ABOUT. 
INEFFICIENCY IN THE ENGLISH ARMY— 
THE SOCIALIST THREATS. 

LonpDon, Oct. 20.—Gen. Lord Wolseley, 
Adjutant-General, has issued a circular to the 
English Army intimating that the Duke of Cam- 
bridge, Commander-in-Chief, is dissatisfied over 
the small progress made in their military train- 
ing. During the recent inspections, the circular 
states, the Duke observed that many officers of 


all ranks evinced much want of knowledge of 
the duties vitally important to military 
etliciency, and he strongly insists that the 
ofticers shall devote more time and attention to 
the instruction of their troops.

THE BOOKS SHOW A WORSE STATE OF 
AFFAIRS THAN ANTICIPATED. 
CuIcaGo, Oct. 20.—G. A. Mason, an ex- 


‘pert accountant, who has been studying the 
‘books of A. 8. Gage & Co., and William Oliver, 


the firm’s bookkeeper, were to-day examined by 
some of the creditors of the firm. Some inter- 
esting facts concerning the firm were disclosed. 
It was learned that instead of A. 8. Gage having 
contributed $300,000 to the business he contrib- 
uted nothing save $300,000 in old outstanding 


accounts that to-day are utterly worth- 
less. The cash he put in did not exceed 
$6,000. The accounts were those of the old 
firm of Gage Brothers & Co., which, as it 
was learned, was simply A. 8. Gage in disguise, 
and are considered of no value whatever. The 
old firm was indebted to Martin Ryerson in the 
sum of $25,000. The new tirm, in which Ryer- 
sor was a special partner and to which he con- 

tributed $100,000, assumed the debt. Dec. 30, 

1882, the old firm gave him a check for the 

amount, but as their account was already over- 

drawn at the First National Bank the check 
wasreturned. It was again given to Ryerson 

Jan. 20, 1883, and, as in the meantime he 

had deposited $100,000 at the bank to 

the account of the new firm, the money was paid. 

This bit of commercial battledore and shuttle- 

cock cams out in Oliver’s examination. From 

him also it was learned that E. B. Gage, who 
was to contribute $100,000 in cash, merely gave 
his notes, ten for $5,000 each and two for 
$25,000 each. Of this $35,000 is still unpaid. It 
was learned, too, that Sept. 30, the day of the 
failure, A. 8. Gage was debited with $13,000. 

Neither E. B. nor A. 8. Gage has turned over any 

individual property, 1n spite of the fact that Aug. 

6, 1886, the latter made a statement that E. B. 

Gage had property worth fully $300,000in value. 

The examination has not shown yet whether 
Ryerson can be held, and a number of other 
things can only be cleared up by a long and care- 
ful examination. The Assignee’s statements of 
the liabilities and assets of the firm show that 
the magnitude of the failure has been underesti- 
mated rather than exaggerated. The inventory 
of the merchandise was taken at cost. In the 
estimate 25 per cent. was deducted in the retail 
department and 35 per cent. in the wholesale. 

The total liabilities are $1,016,781, the nominal 

assets ptt se the assets, according to 

the Assignee’s estimate, $615,595. Of the lia- 
bilities, $509,854 is in bills payable, $447,769 in 
open accounts, and $13,567 in overdrawn checks,

ALL QUIETIN THE STOOK YARDS. 


THE OLD MEN RETURNING TO WORK AND 
THE NEW ONES LEAVING. 

CuicaGo, Oct. 20.—Packingtown in the 
stock yards is once more resuming its wonted ap- 
pearance. While out of the large number who quit 
but 3,500 were at work to-day, thoseoutof work 
are no longer called strikers, except about 1,500 
coopers, who still refuse to return under the 
10-hour system. There was no crowd to be seen, 
and no attempts were made to assault any 


one. Quite a number of the remaining non- 
union men followed the example of those 
who left the day betore. Nearly all of 
Armour’s non-union beef men left as soon 
as the old hands came back. The latter decided 
to accept the proposition of Mr. Cudahy to work 
eight hours at ten hours’ pay, which they have 
been getting since May 1, and two’hours over- 
time at the per diem rate. All the old beef 
hands returned and work continued as usual. 

In Armour’s hog department over 1,000 men 
were busy and numerous hogs were slaughtered. 
Nelson Morris and Swift & Co.’s men were work- 
ing eight hours. They will probably adopt the 
same plan under which Armour’s men are 
working ter hours—technically eight. Mr. Mor- 
ris said he hadn’t made up his mind about 
changing the system, but if he’ ran 10 hours he 
would pay his men fora day and a quarter. The 
only firm of packers in the stock yards running 
on the eight-hour basis is that John Craig & Co. 
Here 100 men have been working eight hours a 
day ever since the other houses shut up. 

The post-mortem examination of the body of 
Terence Begley, who was shot by a Pinkerton 
man yesterday, disclosed the fact that the wound 
was caused by a pistol ball. Further investiga- 
tion shows that the train in which the Pinkerton 
and non-union men were coming into the city 
was peppered with sticks and stones at the 
Halstead-street crossing, and there is some 
evidence to show that the first shots were fired 
by persons in the crowd. The feeling against 
the Pinkerton men isso intense in the town of 
Lake, where the shooting occurred, that the 
Coroner has decided to hold the inquest on Beg- 
ley within the city limits, not daring to take the 
accused men into the neighborhood where they 
are so objectionable.

VERMONT JUDGES RE-ELECTED. 


MONTPELIER, Vt., Oct. 20.—The election of 
Supreme Court Judges took place in joint assem- 
bly of the Legislature this afternoon. The 
greatest interest centred in the election of a 
Chief-Justice to succeed Chief-Justice Homer E, 
Royce. A pamphlet was recently issued in 
Franklin County, where he resides, at St. Albans, 
renewing against him the charges of gross im- 
morality, out of which grew the criminal libel 
suit brought by Judge Royce against Editor Ma- 
loney, of the Richford Gazelie, now pending. 
Copies were freely distributed among members 
of the Legislature, but he was backed by the 
Vermont Central, and the influence of the scur- 
rilous sheet came to naught. Royce was renom- 
inated by the venerable ex-Congressman Luke 
P. Poland, and was re-elected by acclamation 
without a dissenting vote.

LESSENING HEWITT’S VOTE 


NOONEY THE BUTCHER: CAUS- 
ING MANY DESERTIONS. — 

THE LEADERS. TRYING TO REPAIR THE 
INJURY THEIR CANDIDATE’S EXPRES- 
SION HAS CAUSED. 

The political bosses who.say that they ex- 
pect to elect Abram 8S. Hewitt Mayor of the city 
were busily engaged yesterday in trying to re- 
fute injurious statements madein reference to 
their candidate’s antipathy to butchers and for- 
eign-born citizens. The exposure of the true 
meaning of Mr..Hewitt’s denial of having sneer- 
ingly assumed ignorance that Robert B. Nooney 
was a butcher was not a surprise to those who 
know how skillful the Croker-Power candidate 
for Mayor is with his pen. The twin bosses tried 
to make their candidate write a more pronounced 
denial, but failed in their urgings. Mr. Power 
concluded that it would be necessary to have'the 
affidavit mill set in motion, and his ally, Mr. 
Croker, has engaged to grind out the desired 
amount of swearing. 

Meanwhile Mr. Nooney is quietly attending to 
his business. He has not neglected to answer 


Mr. Hewitt’s letter to him referred toin yester- 
day’s Times, for last evening he senta reply, in 
which he said: 


“The articles in the newspapers which called 
forth your note did not affect me to any extent. I 
felt incensed by the action of the leaders of the Dem- 
ocratic organizations in ignoring Irving Hall in the 
unity of action on the county ticket, and that you 
were a consenting party thereto. My candidacy is 
of secondary importance, except that in so far I 
felt, as a life-long Democrat, that I deserved better 
treatment at the hands of the Democracy. My call- 
ing is something that is really outside of any polit- 
ical discussion, But it isto me passing strange that 
I should have resided and had my business for near- 
ly 35 years, and that you, residing within five 
blocks of me for so large a portion of that time, 
should not have known me to be a butcher. But I 
have no right to question your word.”

Mr. Nooney left his butcher store on Fourth- 
avenue yesterday noon to go to the City Hall, 
where he was called to preside over a meeting of 
the Board of Aldermen. As he was on his way 
down town a TIMES reporter met him and asked 
him about his candidacy for re-election to the 
Presidency of the Common Council. 

“Yes,” he remarked, “I see I have been re- 
nominated, and I mean to go into win. Iam 
not running on any personal issue, but as a 
Democrat and citizen of this ci I believe I 
will be elected. If I am not it will neither be m 
fault nor the fault of those who put me in nomi- 
nation. I don’t feel that the fact that Lama 
butcher by trade should be a bar to political ad- 
vancement.

PROF. LOWS DISCOVERIES. 


‘HIS JOURNEY FROM WINNIPEG TO 
HUDSON’S BAY. 

Orrawa, Oct. 20.—Prof. Low, of the Geo- 
» logical Survey, returned to-day from an ex- 
ploratory trip to Hudson’s Bay. He left-Ottawa 
on May 10, and.started on his journey ovérland 
from Winnipeg. A great portion of the distance 
was accomplished in bark canoes steered by In- 
dian guides. Prof. Low says: “The country is 
the roughest-and wildest I eversaw. In fact, 
it is one immense tract of rocks upon 
which little or no vegetation appears. Ar- 
riving at; the source of Berens River, we struck 


the source of the Severn River, which runs 
east and empties into Hudson’s Bay, and pro- 
ceeded down it until we arrived at Fort Severn, 
on Hudson’s Bay. The country, after we passed 
the height of land, became more fertile, and the 
scenery along the Severn was extremely beau- 
tiful. About 100 miles down this river from its 
source we came into four or five large lakes 
about 60 miles in width. The land within a 
radius of 80 or 100 miles of these 
lakes is fine farming land, and we found 
that the _ frost would not at all 
interfere with the growth of crops. The country, 
from the mouth of the Severn to the Berens 
River to Fort Trout, on the Swan River, has 
never been explored, and we found that the 
present maps of that country are astray,and they 
were only drawn by descriptions given by In- 
dians, Why, there is a tract of country about 830 
miles across from Lake Winnipeg to Hudson’s 
Bay which no white man ever traversed. In 
this district there is any quantity of deer and 
caribou, but small game is very scarce. We 
staid at Fortj Severn for a short time, then 
started along the coast of Hudson’s Bay to 
York River, about 200 miles south. While at 
Fort York the Hudson’s Bay Company steamers 
arrived with a report that two American 
whalers had been found in the ice off Marble 
Island’ They were lost during last Winter, and 
nothing has ever been heard of the crews. At 
Norway House, at the head of Lake Winnipeg, 
we met Col. Gilder and Mr. Griffith, the Amer- 
ican explorers. They were recruiting men for 
their expedition when we saw them. They ex- 
pect to get as far as Fort Churchill this Win- 
ter by boat. From that place they will go north 
in dog sleighs,attended by a band of Esquimaus.” 


BANKER NORTONS DEATH. 


ONE OF LOUISVILLE’S MOST LIBERAL- 
MINDED CITIZENS. 

LovISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 20.—W. F. Norton, 
Sr., the banker, died this morning at 9 o’clock at 
his residence, No. 517 Fourth-street, aged 67. 
His death resulted from chronic Bright’s disease. 
He was asufferer from this ailment for some 
time, but was not stricken down until some eight 
weeks ago, when he was seized with a stroke of 
paralysis. After lingering between life and death 
for several days he rallied from this, and seemed 
to be in a hopeful way toward recovery. It was 
then that Bright’s disease began to show itself. 


With this he was confined to his bed until death 
came to his relief. The disease reached its last 
stage, and his death resulted immediately from 
uremia. ~ 

W. F. Norton, Sr., was one of,the most prom- 
inent men in Louisville. ‘The firm of G. W. 
Norton & Co., of which he was a partner, was 
considered one of the wealthiest if not the 
wealthiest in the city. Their moneyed interest 
was estimated at between one and two millions. 
Mr. Norton was a big-minded man and was a 
thorough tactician in all the ways of business.

They were instilled at an 
early age with business habits, and the results 
speak the praise of that education. Besides be- 
ing prominent in business, Mr. Norton was also 
prominent in church and, charitable work. He 
Was a member of the Broadway Baptist Church, 
and for some years prior to his death he was 
_Treasurer of the Southern Baptist Convention 
and President of the Baptist Orphanage, to which 
he was always a liberal coutributor. When the 
Baptist Church wanted funds for the erection of 
a theological seminary at Broadway and Fifth, 
street he contributed $10,000. In private life 
he was also very liberal in his contributions 
toward worthy objects of charity.

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TRYING TO OUTWIT TILDEN 


ATTEMPT OF THER HEIRS TO 
GET ALL THE MONEY. 
THE WILL PROBATED AND A CONSTRUC¢ 
TION OF THE RESIDUARY CLAUS 
TO BE SOUGHT IN COURT. 

The ink used: to complete the prebate-of 
Samuel J. Tilden’s will, at White Plains, yester- 
day was hardly dry when notice was served? 
upon the Executors’ attorneys that George H. Til- 
den intended to bring suit in the Supreme Court 
of this county against “‘ the Executors, Trust-’ 
ees, and all the legatees under the wilL” Al- 
though the summons did not state the nature of 
the suit further than to allege that relief was: 
wanted, enough could be ascertatned of the pro- 
ceeding to confirm what has already been in- 
timated. The suit will not be known as a con- 
test, but as an effort to have the court put upon 
the clause of the will vesting residuary powers 
in the Executors and Trustees a construction to 
knock that clause sky-high and parcel the im- 
Tense estate among the heirs at law. 

There seems to be no doubt that all the heirs 
and the creditors of the New-Lebanon nephews 
have come toafriendly understanding in this 
movement. It is hinted also that at least one of 
the Executors and Trustees is not averse to such 
a4 proceeding, as he is said to share the feelings 


of the heirs on certain grounds supposed to be 
good not by himself alone. A new distribution 
might be more advantageous to him. So faras 
Mr. Tilden’s nephews are concerned, the real 
grievanceis that they think themselves badly 
treated under the will, as they expected it to 
provide for the payment of all their debts. 
Their fathers, Henry and Moses, became in- 
volved to about $700,000. Their business 
at New-Lebanon paid them weil enough, 
but several outside ventures were  disas- 
trous. They owed $300,000 to Samuel 
J. Tilden. The nephews claim that through his 
influence they assumed the business of Nheit 
fathers, together with the enormous obligativns, 
under assurances from Samuel J. Tilden that‘ he 
would see them through. In seven years th'ey 
paid off $90,000 of debt. Mr. Tilden’s will can- 
celed the $300,000 representing loans and ad- 
vances by him. That left them stillin debtabous 
$300,000, and with m6 prospect of paying it ex- 
cept by many years of drudgery. They decidell’ 
to put up with no such hardship if it could be 
prevented, and, gaining the syiapathy and pronr 
ised co-operation of the other heirs, a way was 
found to try to break the will without risk of 
suffering disinheritance as the penalty of a con- 
test. 

The law firm of Vandcerpoel, Green & Cuming, 
having been visited by the persons disaffected, 
conceived the method by whith Mr. Tilden 
could be outwitted. They advised that no op- 
position be offered to the probate of the will, 
Mr. Tilden having been unquestionably of} 
sound and disposing mind when he drew the in- 
strument, but that a sujt be brought imme-; 
diately after the probate to construe the part of! 
the will by which an immense fortane is be- 
queathed to the Executors for the Til- 
den trust. It was urged that  this-+ ple- 
nary provision could be set aside on the 
ground, generally, that while a _ testator 
nay make specitic bequests ig any direction that 
may suit his whim, he cannot vest in Executors 
such discretionary powers ascan be exercised 
preperly only by himself. In broad terms that: 
will be the ground of the coming action, and if, 
it shall result in finding the large trust clause of 
the will invalid, the money thus bequeathed can- 
not be used by the Trustees as the will directs, 
and an effort will thereupon be made to have it 
passed over te the heirs. George Tilden said 
yesterday that the whole estate, instead of 
amounting to $5,000,000, as has been given-out,. 
is nearly $15,000,000. 

The case will involve enough time.and labor te 
give the lawyers a good dip into this fortune.| 
Carter & Ledyard, who will represent the de- 
fendants in the suit, have 20 days in which to 
enter an appearance. Then Vanderpoel, Green 
& Cuming will have 20 days more in which to 
file their complaint. Twenty days after that 
will be allowed Carter & Ledyard to return their 
answer. Assuming all this to go forward 
promptly, it will be 60 days before the case will. 
be in such shape as to be set for trial, and then 
it must take its turn. The lawyers say a_ trial 
cannot be reached for several months. Probably 
the case will not stop with the lower court, 
whatever may be the decision. Pending all*these 
proceedings the Executors and Trustees will 
proceed to settle such of the bequests and to pay 
such incomes as are not brought in questiotby 
the suit. 

The proceedings before Surrogate Coffin at 
White Plains yesterday were uneventful, al- 
though from appearances a danger sign might 
appropriately have been nailed at the Surro- 
gate’s door. Messrs: Bigelow, Green, and Smith 
were attended by§ Messra.{{Carter & Ledyard. 
Dr. Charles E. Simmons,jEdward H. Dixon, and 
Leighton Williams were Jon hand to swear that 
they had witnessed the will. All of the above 
named sat on one side of the room. W. A. 
Whittlesey, husband of the Wisconsin heir, and’

& Cuming sat in a remote corner. Charles 
F. MacLean entered the room before proceedings 
began and began to write with speed and vigor. 
The bustle of Mr. MacLean, however, was due 
to another case, and Mr. MeCurdy’s aspect be- 
came unclouded when it was seen that no one 
was going to say anything against a peacetul 
procedure of the formalities of proving the will. 
He said that he had gone up there to put in an 
oar only if some oue else did so, of which there 
was never any prospect. The real nature of his 
errand was to serve notice of suit on the other 
side the moment the will was probated. To that 
end he kept his weather eye on the chief clerk, 
and at the first possible moment placed in Mr.)

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. BLAINE TALKING AGAIN 


4 TARIFF AND BLOODY SHIRT 
SPEECH AT PITISBURG. 
THE DEMONSTRATION NOT AS GREAT AS 
EXPECTED — MR. BLAINE REPEATS 

SOME OF AIS STOCK ARGUMENTS. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., Oct. 20.—The tariff 


@emonstration to-iay in honor of James G. 
Blaine was not ag large as was anticipated, 
but the city was filled with strangers who had 
been attracted by the announcement that both 
Mr. Blaine and Gen. Beaver would speak. An 
Open air meeting was held at Exposition Park 
this afternoon, and it is estimated that 
from 5,000 to 8,000 persons were present. Up- 
ward of 3,000 persons participated in the pa- 
rade, and the column occupied about 35 minutes 
in passing a given point. The manufacturers, 
who usually make a feature in such demonstra- 
tions, say they did not have time to prepare for 
it. When Mr. Blaine was introduced the crowd 
had increased te over 10,000. It was nearly five 
minutes before he could make himself heard. 
‘When order had been restored Mr. Blaine said: 


MR. CHAIRMAN: A crisis in the tariff system of the 
United States is rapidly approaching. For a long 
series of years, ever since the close of the war, we 
have had @ vast debt to be paid. However large the 
national revenue its surplus could always be proiit- 
ably applied to the liquidation of our national obliga- 
tions. Je have discharged that debt so rapidly 
that there remains now but little more than 
200,000,000 of it that can be paid within this 
century, and all of that falls due within four years 
from this date. Its maturity thus rapidly approach- 
ing may be said to be even now qrapen ens. 80 that 
the matter is one that must be taken into considera- 
tion at once, because the remaining $700,000,000 or 
€800,000,000 go over to the twentieth century, 
When, therefore, you shall have diminished the total 
volume of the obligations of the country by the 
amount of the $200,000,000 now almost due 
what are you going to do with the surplus 
which flows’ annually into your Treasury? What 
disposition are yon going make of the large 
amount which each year you have been accustomed 
to apply to the payment of the nationaldebt? The 
free trader replies: “Get rid af B gr surplus by 
striking down this protective tariff; lower the duty 
on many articles; put a large number of other 
articles on the free list, and reduce your revenues in 
that way.” The protectionist answers: ‘‘ Let usjso 
reduce our revenue, that, with a wise discrimina- 
tion, the American laborer, in his daily earnings, 
may be protected by the national law, and keep that 
in view as a primal object.” (Cheers. } ‘ 

I cannot now go into details on the tariff, as to the 
manner in which it should be regulated, but I can 
say this, that unlessitis so adjusted as to continue 
the doctrine of protection you, gentlemen, will see 
hard times in this country. And that is what I 
came here tosay. For advancing these same views 
since leaving home, and in the city of Philadelphia, 
I have been complimented by the notice of the 
London Times, which tells me, from across the 
water, that the yiews whichI hold have been nega- 
tived by the people of the United States, and that 
we are traveling toward free trade and away from 

rotection, from the dark days of our own policy 
Cowart the salighinet policy of England. [De- 
risive merriment.] In the same paperin which I 
read the cablegram I have just quoted, in the 
same column and immediately following, 
among this morning’s dispatches comes an- 
other from London which says that the 

oor have risen ina riot agaimet the Lord Mayor hav- 
~* a splendid dinner while the workmen of London 
are starving in their hovels. [Hear! hear!] I give 
you those two telegrams together as forming a bet- 
ter argument than any I could make on the question, 
and I send back a greeting tothe London Times that 
{I stand this moment before countless thousands of 
free American workingmen who haye good wages 
and happy homes, with prosperity behind them and 
before them. [Tremendous cheering.] — 3 

There is another question upon which I wish to 
speak to you. It is one which/in my judgment, in 
this conflict there has been too much disposition to 
avoid, one as to which many strong arguments havo 
been met by the ery of “The bloody shirt.” Several 
weeks ago I called the attention of the laboring men 
of Maine, whom I was addressing, to the fact that 
formidable competitors, were rising ap against them 
in the South, where there are 1,800,000 able-bodied 
Jaborers with dark skins. These latter were orig- 
inally employed almost exclusively in raising cot- 
ton, fobacco, sugar, and rice, or in a wholly agricult- 
uralemployment. They are now, and have been for 
10 years, entering into many of the mechanical in- 
dustries. In Birmingham, Ala., in Chattanooga, 
Tenn., and in yarieus parts of Virginia they are 
making pig iron, and this they are making 
at wages of from 60 to 70 cents per day. The 
product of their labor has thus far _ been 
so small that the important fact I am 
nowstating has attracted comparatively no attention, 
But if the quantity which they manufacture attains 
large proportions, it will necessarily compete in the 
markets of this country with the pig iron made in 
Pennsylvania and Ohio aud they themselves will 
compete with men here whoare paid $1 59 per day. 
What response is to be made to that by our working- 
men who receive the better wages? Theanswer will 
be just this, that either that great body of working- 
men the South must have justice done them and be 
fairly compensated for what they earn in the sweat of 
their faces or else the wages of every Northern 
laboring man must be injuriously affected, This 
statement, when made by me, was met with ridicule 
and derision, but when that great organization of 
the Knights of labor metin National Convention in 
Richmond, Va., the other day, under their chief, Mr. 
Powderly—whom I take to be a man of extraordinary 
ability and precision [prolonged cheers]—the first 
thing they ran against was the absolute unwilling- 
ness on the part of the dominant white race of the 
South to allow the colored laborers of that region to 
have any benefit from Knights of Labor organiza- 
tions or from any other organizations that could pro- 
tect them in their right to be paid the wages which 
they earned. By a strange coincidence I received 
this very morning a letter from the South on that 
subject. My correspondent gives me an appalling 
picture of the South, and in one portion of his letter 
said: ‘But after all we are ahead of you in the 
North in respect to labor, for in a great many parts 
of the South we have established the eight-hour rule 
for the colored men—eight hours in the forenoon and 
eight hours in the afternoon.” 

ou often hear from Democrats in Allegheny 
County, perhaps as elsewhere, that the Republicans 
were served just right because they put negro suf- 
frage on the South, and that it has returned to 
plague them. Well, T deny it. I deny—and I want 
to make that denial as intelligible and forcible as I 
can—I deny that the Republican Party in its system 
of reconstructien started out with the idea of 
forcing the South to take negro sufirage. I 
had a small part in that legislation. What 
we did was this—we said to the South, 
“There is the fourteenth amendment to the Consti- 
tution. That amendment is of inestimable advant- 
age. That amendmet makes citizenship of the Unit- 
od States national. It conserves and preserves the 
national credit. It conserves and preserves the pen- 
sion of the soldier. It prevents the men whose 
hands have been made bloody on the fields of battle 
against Union men from taking part in the Govern- 
ment until Congress, by a two-thirds majority, shall 
release them from that disability.” We said to 
them: , oe to this amendment and come in— 
but you wiil find in that amendment this provision” 
—I am giving you the popular meaning, not taking 
the exact language of the law—“ If you exclude the 
negro from voting he must be excluded from the 
basis of representation, but if you will give him the 
right to vote he shall at once be putin the basis of 
representation.” That was a perfectly fair and 
square proposition. A representative is based 
upon a constituency, and if they did not 
allow these colored men to be included within 
the constituency, then those men ought not to 
be reckoned within the basis of representation to in- 
crease the number of Representatives among their 
enemies. But it you will do the one we will do the 
other. You enfranchise the colored man and we will 
increase your representations. Tennessee alone of 
all the Southern States accepted that condition and 
came in at once, and the other ten rejected it in their 
Legislatures, scornfully, promptly, absolutely, by 
overwhelming majorities, not one-tenth of the votes 
inany Legislature being in favor of it. 

Under the lead of that great commoner of Pennsyl- 
vania, Thaddeus Stevens [{cheers]—honor to his 
memory and peace to his ashes—we said: “If you 
will not reconstruct those States we will empower 
the colored men to join with the few loyal white men, 
and we will have reconstruction by the use of colored 
votes if the white men do not enforce it.” [Ap- 
plause.] Then we passed the Fifteenth amendment 
Which gave suffrage to every man in the United 
States who was duly naturalized or was born on our 
soil. 

You say we cannot do anything. We ought to be 
able todo something. We ought to be able to make 
as solida North as they have made a solid South. 
{Immense enthusiasm.] Andin order to make that 
solid North let old Pennsylvagia do her duty. [Yes, 
she will] It is not sufficient that you send back the 
20 Representatives outof the 28 you now have. In- 
crease your pumber. Nor is it sufficient that you 
merely elect them. It is not enough that you 
place the distinguished gentleman near me in your 
Gubernatorial chair. Place him there with such a 
mighty vote as will give emphasis and point to the 
expression of Pennsylvania’s wish; give him such a 
vote that we shall not have to wait until the second 
day for the election returns to find how the State has 
gone. Put him there by such avote that we shall 
know by a flash of the wire before 9 o’clock on the 
evening of election thatJames A. Beaveris Governor 
of Pennsylvania. [Tremendous cheers.] 

At the conclusion of his address Mr. Blaine 
was driven to the Monongahela House, where he 
was joined by his son, James G. Blaine, Jr., and 
wife. The evening was devoted to an informal 
reception. To-morrow Mr. Blaine leaves for a 
trip up the Monongahela River to his old home 
at Brownsvilie. eexpects to go to West Vir- 
ginia on husiness and will return here on Friday, 
passing through the city on his way east. 

WASHINGTON, Penn., Oct. 20.—Consider- 
able effort has been made to induce the Hon. 
James G. Blaine, while in this State, to visit 
Washington, where he spent his boyhood days. 
He has finally consented, and assures his vener- 
able uncle, the Hon. John H. Ewing, that he will 
certainly be here either on Saturday or Monday 
next. The students of Washington and Jeffer- 
gon College, of which institution Mr. Blaine is 
an Alumnus, have invited him to be their guest 
while here, and should he accept they will spare 
no pains io give him a warm reception. 


SENATOR EDMUNDS RE-ELECTED. 
O REPRESENT VERMONT FOR ANOTHER 
SIX YEARS. 

MONTPELIER, Vt., Oct. 20.—At nonn to- 
day the two houses of the Legislature met in 
joint assembly and proceeded to cast a formal 
vote for United States Senator toe succeed Sen- 
ator Edmunds. In the informal ballot which 
was cast in each house yesterday the vote stood 
as follows: George F. Edmunds, 227; W.

IS THIS POLITICAL SPITE? 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—The report of the 
Commission of Post Office Inspectors assigned 
to the duty of making an examination of the 
Post Office at Philadelphia was made public this 
afternoon. It is a voluminous document, and 


covers the workings of the office in each of its 


departments. Its most remarkable clauses are 
as follows: 


“That the list of complaints shows that many 
mistakes have been made, especially chargeable to 
the city delivery division, and that in investigating 
the facts connected with these complaints it is 
shown conclusively that these mistakes, in a great 
majority of cases, were made by the old employes, in 
some cases purposely, in others as a result of large 
quantities of mail matter unexpectedly dumped 
upon them, which had to be distributed in time 
for delivery at certain hours by a force at 
best short handed. That we respectfully call 
the attention of the department to the conduct of 
some of the old carriers and clerks wherein they 
have purposely put letters in the sachels of new 
carriers and substitute carriers. and where they 
have also miscased letters, so that mistakes and de- 
lays would occur. These irregularities are likely to 
continue so long as these clerks and carriers do this 
and we know ef no eegonny but wholesale dismissal 
unless it 1s stopped. We therefore respectiully 
recommend, as soon as it can be ascertained beyond 
areasonable doubt that any one of the carriers or 
clerks willfully commit any of these irregultrities, 
that he be summarily dismissed from the service. 

“The Superintendent of Mails, Mr. Alexander, is 
morally satisfied, and our observation confirmed his 
own, that there exists in his division a conspiracy 
among the casers to compel him to retain men in his 
division whom he regards as unfit to be there. That a 
number of these men are in league with parties out- 
side of the Post Oifice to embarrass and hinder its 
workings. That the President’s order No. 142, 
issued July 17, 1886, has been openly violated. That 
one old employe has recently been nominated for the 
Legislature. He attended the convention and open- 
ly solicited votes, and took part in its proceedings.”

MISSION WORK AT HOME. 


LABORS OF LOVE AM®NG FREEDMEN, 
INDIANS, AND CHINAMEN, 

New-Haven, Conn., Oct. 20.—So many 
delegates are here attending the annual meeting 
of the American Missionary Association, and go 
many New-Haven people are interested in the 
society’s doings, that both the Centre and United 
churches have been opened for the meetings. 
Most of the-sessions were held to-day in the Cen- 
tre Church, and there this morning, after devo- 
tional exercises, C. J. Ryder, the first Superin- 
tendent of the association, delivered an address 


on ‘The Relation of our Churches and Schools at 
the South.” .Godly education, he said, is what is 
needed in the South, if the great black race is to 
be redeerned and uplifted. The appropriations 
of a hundred Blair pills could are meet the 
want which these Christian schools do. The 
colored people need to be let down deep iyto the 
treasury of God's Word. 

The next paper was read by the Hon. B.G. 
Northrop, of Connecticut, on *t Industrial Educa- 
tion among the Colored People of the South and 
the Need of its Extension,” taking the ground 
that the colored people are in great need of in- 
dustrial training, of trades to enable them to 
save money enough to buy land and become valu- 
able members of the community. The Rev. Dr. 
M, Y, Strieby, in his paper on * Forty Years of: 
Missionary Work,” said that the anti-slaver 
work of the association justly claime 
attention. The churches and the missionary 
societies used to have slayeholders in them, 
and the leading menof the chifrch obeyed the 
behest of the slave owners. The Abolitionists 
asked the missionary societies to dismiss slaye- 
holding ministers and churches. They refused 
and néw missionary societies were formed, and 
these united in 1846 in the American Missionary 
Association. This was a conseryative society, 
but was definitely known to be anti-slavery and 
at the same time upheld the cardinal principles 
of the faith. “ We began,” he said, “ by seeking 
the good of both races, and shall continue until 
there shall be a solid South, not in politics, hut 
in peace, prosperity, and good-will.’ 

The Rey. Dr. J. H. Twitchell, of Hartford, re- 
ported for the Committee on Chinese Missions. 
The work was hopeful, but by no means easy. 
The Chinese here have been treated badly, and 
the public sentiment against them has made mis- 
sion workdifficult. ‘ The Chinese Government,” 
he said, ‘‘ will remember the liberties we have 
taken with their people, and we shall hear of it.” 
Yung Wing, a short, gray-headed man, who wears 
glasses and speaks excellent English, strongly 
arraigned the United States Government for 
its course against the Chinese. He said this 
Government inyited Chinese people to come 
over here and then massacred them. The Goy- 
ernment and the people have treated the Chinese 
badly. The Rev. William E. Griffis, of Boston, 
also believed that the Chinese were badly treat- 
ed here. At the close of the addresses the 
meeting voted to assemble in Portland, Me., for 
the forty-first annual convention next year. 

This afternoon Miss I, Emerson reported gaod 
progress by the Woman’s Bureau, and Miss H. 
B. Olsey, a missionary to the Dakota Indians, 
told how she fared among her charges. Five 
Indian students from the Santee (Neb.) Naval 
Training School sang both in English and_their 
own tongue. They sang well, too. 

Prof. Samuel Harris, of the Yalo Theological 
School, talked on “Radical Forces of Christian- 
ity in the Work of the Association” to-night, and 
he was followed by Herbert Welch, of Philadel- 
phia, who declared that education is the only so- 
lution of the Indian question. He believed that 
the Indian can be educated, and suitable legisla- 
tion and administration are required. The wel- 
tare of the Indian depends upon the character 
and efficiency of those who are put in charge 
of him. The department needs civil service 
reform. The system of appointment is the Spoils 
system. Mr. Welch attacked the appointments 
of Morris A. Thomas, of Baltimore, and Dr. J. J. 
D. Doherty, of this city, as unsuitable, and 
called up the case of R. i. Melroy, who was a 
good agent, and to whose place five men have 
been appointed within a year. Mr. Welch said 
that he wanted to see the best men given places 
in the agencies. Artemas Ehnaman, a native 
Dakota preacher, and Dr. Riggs told about the 
work among the Indians. Dr. McKenzie, Dr. 
Griffis, and Dr. Mears also made addresses. The 
convention will be continued to-morrow.

THE EPISOOPAL CONVENTION. 


A COMMISSION TO CARRY ON MISSIONARY 
WORK APPOINTED. 


CuicaGo, Oct. 20,—After religious serv- 
ices this forenoon the General Convention of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church listened to a re- 
port from the Committee on Canons, recom- 
mending concurrence in that portion of the mes- 
sage fromthe House of Bishops which authorized 
the assembling of all the dioceses of a State ina 
General Council for consultation whenever it 
was deemed essential. The committee did not 
concur inthe remainder of the report of the 
Bishops; placed on the calendar. The Commit- 
tee on the State of the Church submitted a 
report on the proposition for the or- 


ganic union of Christendom. The report 
recommended the appointment of a joint 
committee of 15 to open communication 
with the various other Christian bodies and 
ascertain whether there is a disposition amon 
them fora union on the basis of the Apostles 
Creed, the breaking of bread, and prayer, and 
to also ascertain what benefit, in their view, 
would result to Christendom from such a union. 
The same committee reported thatit had under 
consideration the outlined plan of the Rev. Dr. 
Hopkins, of Central Pennsylvania, to secure 
Christian unity, and deemed it expedient to 
adopt the same pripe to opening a correspond- 
ence with the other Christian bodies. Dr. Hop- 
kins submitted a minority report urging the pro- 
mulgation of a definite and distinct plan to be 
submitted to other Christian bodies to speedily 
accomplish a union. The reports were placed on 
the calendar. 

The Rey. Dr. Bardsley, of Connecticut, from a 
special committee, submitted a report recom- 
mending thatthe next General Convention be 
held in New-York City. The report was unan- 
imously adopted. A resolution was offered by 
Dr. Parker, of Maryland, providing for the ap- 
pointment of a committee of five clerical deputies 
and laymen te consider the judicial system of 
the church and report such changes as may be 
deemed advisable. The resolution was adopted. 
The Convention then resumed consideration of 
the question of missionary work among the 
colored people of the United States. The discus- 
sion was taken up by Mr. Speed, of Mississippi. 
He contended against a separate episcopate, and 
said that if such a course was pursued it would 
mean, after the expiration of a period of years, 
the establishment of an African Episcopal 
Church. The work should begin with the colored 
children, and through them was the hope of 
carrying on the work of evangelization with suc- 
cess. 

After a long discussion it was decided to ap- 
point acommission for whom shall be raised 
$50,000 to carry on missionary work in the 
South, the commission to report results to the 
next General Convention.

TREATY REVISION IN JAPAN. 
CuicaGo, Oct. 20.—A. G. Angier, proprie- 
tor of the London-China Express, is at the Grand 
Pacific. Heis just from Japan, and carries with 
him to England semi-official information to the 
effect that the treaty revision between the vari- 
ous nations and Japan is now about consum- 


mated. Mr. Angier says the result of the new 
revision increases the tariff from 5 per cent. 
on imports to, in round numbers, 10 per cent. 
Some articles remain at 5 per cent.; staples, like 
cotton, woolens, &c., 742 per cent., and up to 20 
and 25 per cent. on luxuries. The country is to 
be thrown open to residence and commerce. 
The present system of passports is to 
be done away with. The Japanese are to have 
jurisdiction over foreigners going into the coun- 
try, except for capital offenses. At treaty ports, 
such as Yokohama, Hiago, and Osaka, Consuls 
of various powers continue their jurisdiction 
five years, at the expiration of which the Japa- 
nese take it completely, subject to the proviso 
that foreign Judges sit on the bench with 
Japanese Judges.

In concluding Mr. Parsons said: “I have 
reached the close.

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LOSSES BY FIRE. 


Early yesterday morning fire broke out in 
the Pioneer Mills, at Raleigh, N.C.,and in a very 
short time dgstroyed the mills and the phosphate 
factory adjoining. The Pioneer Mills made great 
quantities of shuttle blocks, bobbins, and spools, 
mainly for the foreign trade, and the phosphate 
factory was the only one in the State, workin 
up valuable phosphate deposits recently foun 
in North Carolina. The loss on both factories, 
which were owned and operated practically by 
one corporation, is about $35,000. ‘The in- 
surance aggregates $21,400, placed as fol- 
lows: Seven hundred and fifty dollars each in 
the Union Assurance of London and Lancashire; 
$1,000 each in the Merchants’ and Phenix of 
Brooklyn; $1,050 each in the German-American, 
Washington Fire and Marine, Pelican, London 
Assurance Corporation, London and Lancashire, 
Lanéaster and Mercantile; $1,550 in Southern; 
$2,100 each in Liverpool and London and Globe 
and Phenix of London; $1,000 in Merchants’ of 
Newark; $1,750 in Western Canada; $4,600 in 
Northern Assurance of London. Colon M. Haw- 
kins and Peter M. Wilson own nearly all the 
stock in the company. They will at once re- 
build. The shuttle block factory was in oper- 
ation, but the phosphate factory was to have 
started up again next Monday, having been 
equipped. 


The extensive premises occupied by El- 
liott & Co., wholesale druggists, at Toronto, On- 
tario, were destroyed by fire yesterday morning. 
The loss is $100,000; insurance, $80,000. A 
fireman was blown from a ladder by an explo- 
sion which occurred in the building and badly 
hurt.

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GERONIMO TO BE OLOSELY CONFINED. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—The following 
communication, touching the disposition of Ge 
ronimo and his fellow-captives, was this after- 
noon addressed to Lieut.-Gen, Sheridan by the 
Secretary of War: 

WAR DEPARTMNENT, i 
WASHINGTON CITY, Oct. 19, 1886. 

Lieut.-Gen. P. H. Sheridan, United States Army: 

Sir: By direction of the President it is ordered 
that the hostile Apache adult Indians, 15 in number, 
recently captured in Mexico and now at San Anto- 
nio, Texas, viz.: Geronimo, Natchez, Percio, Fun, 
Abnuandria, Nahi, Yahnsza, Fishnolth, Touze, Bishi, 
Chapo, La Zaiyah, Molzos, apna gre Sephonne, and 
Lonah, be sent under proper guard to Fort Pickens, 
Florida, there to be kept m close custody until 
furtherorders. These Indians have been guilty of the 
worst crimes known to the law, committed under 
circumstances of great atrocity; aud the public 
safety requires that they should be removed far 
from the scene of their depredations and guarded 
with the strictest vigilance. The remainder of the 
band captured at the same time, consisting of 11 
women, 6 children,and 2 enlisted scouts, you are to 
send to Fort Marion, Florida, and place with the 
other Apache Indians recently conveyed to and now 
under custody at that post. ou will see that all de- 
tails and arrangements are made for the prompt and 
efficient execution of this order, Very respectfully, 
your obedient servant,

It is stated that the above order meets with 
the approval of the Secretary of the Interior. 
From its terms it appears that Geronimo and 
the other hostiles are to be separated from their

It is due to Mr. McPHERsOoN, Secretary of 
the Republican Congressional Committee, 
to say that he denies having made the pre- 
diction that there would bea Republican 
majority in the next House.

This feeling of regret 
should also be tinged with something like 
self-reproach, by the rich at least, for Gen. 
ARMSTRONG is simply worn out, not by 
the work of administration alone, but by 
his efforts to place the future of the institu- 
tion beyond the insecurity of a human life. 
He has assembled at Hampton a “plant” 
for civilizing Indians and negroes of re- 
markable efficiency. Its graduates are now 
teaching 45,000 negre children, and there 
is no case on record, we believe, of any In- 
dian reverting from its influences to barba- 
rism and the warpath. This great work has 
been carried on in hand-to-mouth fashion 
until its mainspring is indanger. That it 
should be allowed to run along so until it 
perhaps wholly stops would be nothing 
short of a public calamity. The property at 
Hampton is worth nearly half a million, but 
the current expenses are large. Money is 
needed to meet them and also to furnish an 
endowment, so that if ever there should be 
a clogging of casual contributions the insti- 
tution need not live on itself. In the words 
of Bishop Potrrr, “There are philanthro- 
pies of which one may be excused for being 
in some doubt, but this is not one of them.”

MR. BLAINE ON REFORM. 

Mr. BLAINE is an old hand at politics, but 
he has yet to learn that nothing is to be 
gained by misrepresenting facts in order to 
tickle the ears of those already persuaded. 
There are very many voters in the United 
States who formerly acted with the Repub- 
lican Party who think that a practical re- 
form of the civil service is possible on the 
lines of the system first advocated in this 
country by Mr. JEeNcKES, of Rhode Isl- 
and, first applied by a commission of 
which JOSEPH MEDILL was a promi- 
nent member under the Administration of 
President GRANT, first made obligatory as 
to a portion of the service by a statute ap- 
proved by President ARTHUR, and now more 
thoroughly than ever before carried out by 
the Administration of Mr. CLEVELAND. 
The belief that this system is a good one is 
not confined to voters who formerly acted, 
and do not now alwaysact, with the Repub- 
licans. Itis shared by very many who are 
still earnest Republicans, and who supported 
Mr. BLAINE in the last Presidential canvass. 
Curiously enough, the former class opposed 
Mr. BLAINE largely because they thought 
he was not to be trusted to advance the re- 
form, while the latter hoped that he would. 

Now, Mr. BLAINE going down into Penn- 
sylvania to make speeches in the Republic- 
an interest is foolish enough to betray his 
real sentiment toward the reform by dis- 
honest insinuations regarding it and by 
vulgar ridicule of it. He has not the sense 
to sec that this will not win back the 
friends the Republican Party has lost, and 
will not strengthen the attachment of those 
who sincerely believe in the reform. The 
only thing he can accomplish by such a 
course is te reveal his own hostility to the 
reform. Hesneers at the reform as “ Eng- 
lish.” Then he cites a dispatch alleging 
that Lord RaNDOLPH CHURCHILL’s com- 
mission is appointed to bring about 
needed reforms in the English serv- 
ice, that charges of “high salaries, short 
hours, excessive staffs, extravagant pen- 
sions, and general incempetency had been 
made against the existing system in Eng- 
land.” And he adds that “‘ this is the stand- 
-ard of civil service reform which the Civil 
Service Reform Club has held over our 
heads in the Republican Party for the last 
ten years, declaring that if we did not re- 
: form our civil service and put it practically 

on the basis of the English eivil service 
they would have mo.more of us.” Then he 
points to. the appointmentof the Churchill

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commission as a “ humiliating but honest 
confession in regard to the civil service of 
England that that service is rotten to the 
core and must be torn up by the roots.” 

What are the facts?. Lord RANDOLPH 
CHURCHILL has obtained a Commission of 
Inquiry into the English civil service. That 
does not imply that the charges against the 
service are true. It certainly does not 
prove that the service is ‘rotten to the 
core.” We do not know whether these 
charges were or were not indorsed by Lord 
RanDoLpu. According to Mr. BLAINE they 
were only recited, and not even indorsed, 
by the correspondent who sent the 
dispatch. But even if they were 
directly made by Lord RANDOLPH 
CHURCHILL, that would give them no au- 
thority. Lord RANDOLPH is amuch abler but 
no more scrupulous man than Mr. BLAINE, 
and no one would think of believing any- 
thing either of them said merely because he 
said it. Lord RANDOLPH is a tricky, im- 
pudent, unscrupulous, loose-tongued politi- 
cian. His word carries no weight, and 
binds no one, himself least of all. Mr. 
BLAINE can quote him, if at all, only be- 
cause he is glad to resort to any weapon 
with which to assail reform. 

But supposing that the charges were 
really made by CHURCHILL, and that they 
were true as against the English service, 
they do not go at all against the method of 


‘appointment prescribed by the civil service 


law in the United States, which arouses Mr. 
BLAINe’s hostility. That law does not reg- 
ulate ‘salaries’ or prescribe “hours,” 
short or long, or! fix “staffs” excessive 
or otherwise, or provide for ‘* pensions,” 
extravagant or other. None of these 
features is contained in our law, and none 
of them in England results directly 
or indirectly from the mode of ap- 
pointment by open competition, in which 
alone the English system resembles ours. 
What Mr. Bare secks to do is to convey 
the impression that our system is the Eng- 
lish system and that the English system is 
rotten. Our system is not the English one 
in a single particular of those he cites, and 
whatever defects the English system has, 
so far as he refers to them, are not connect- 
ed. remotely with the feature in which alone 
it resembles ours. Mr. BLAINE’S purpose is 
deceitful, but it will deceive no one; it will 
only reveal more plainly than before— 
which is unnecessary—his own animosity 
toward the reform. 


MR. ROOSEVELT’S CANDIDACY. 

We are indebted to the Evening Post for 
the publication, without charge, of a valu- 
able standing advertisement of THE TIMES. 
In itsissues of Tuesday and of yesterday 
the Post reprinted from THE Times of Dec. 
21, 1885, an editorial article explanatory 
of a certain political chart which we pub- 
lished on that date showing the extent to 
which Mr. JoHN W. Jacosus, the Re- 
publican candidate for Sheriff, had been be- 
trayed by the Republican district leaders. 
The Post calls this article “a lucid and in- 
structive account of the way these men 
[the Republican district leaders] carry on 
their business.” But Inucidity seems to 
have departed from the Evening Post, for it 
gets woefully confused in its attempt to 
make deductions unfavorable to Mr. 
ROOSEVELT’S candidacy from the state 
of facts set forth by us last December. 
It has somehow got the impression that it 
was DAVENPORT, instead of JACOBUS, who 
was betrayed by the district leaders last 
Fall. And it asserts that this betrayal was 
the result of Mr. DAVENPORT’S refusal to 
give more than $20,000 to the campaign 
fund. As Mr. DAVENPORT was not “ be- 
trayed” in this city last Fall, but received 
the full Republican vote, we are forced to 
believe that the Post’s article was written 
under some disturbance of mind. 

It is plain that the Evening Postisirritated 
by the course of THE TIMES in the present 
Mayoralty canvass. It has taken great 
pains to demonstrate the certainty of 
Mr. Hewitt’s election and the _ hope- 
lessness of Mr. ROOSEVELT’S candidacy, 
and it employs all. its well known 
powers of sarcasm in the attempt to 
provein advance the ruthless betrayal of 
Mr. RoosEVELT by the leaders of his own 
party. It is surprised therefore that THE 
Times should so far dissent from its own 
opinions as to take another view and 
bear another part in the pending con- 
test. We have observed also that one 
or two other newspapers much less in- 
telligent than the Post have expressed 
surprise at the course of THE TIMES. 

It may enlighten the understanding of 
our esteemed contemporaries somewhat if 
we explain that THe Times, in this matter 
as in others, invokes reason ag its guide 
rather than custom. It is possible that the 
habit of supporting Democratic candidates 
has become fixed with the Evening Post. 
THE TIMES has often given support, even in 
important contests, to the candidates of that: 
party. But the politics of THE Times donot 
come by habit. In its search for the best 
candidates and the purest government it 
disregards party and has done so upon this 
occasion. THEODORE ROOSEVELT, in his 
aims and achievements, represents precisely 
those principles which THE Times for many 
years has sought to make dominant in pub- 
lic affairs.

The Post has called attention to the fact 
that the morning after Mr. RoosEVELT’s 
nomination we remarked that we did not 
consider his election probable. Here, again, 
custom, asit is understood by devoted party 
organs, would have constrained us to assert 
that Mr. RoOSEVELT’s election by an over- 
whelming majority was absolutely certain. 
But inasmuch as this is a Democratic city, 
and since Mr. HEwitrT is the nominee of 
the united Democracy, it seemed to us 
that a candid statement of the outlook 
would be quite as acceptable to the 
readers of THE TIMES as an empty and 
foolish boast. We are very glad to say that 
the week which has elapsed has made Mr. 
ROOSEVELT’ election seem very much less 
improbable. Irving Hall’s desertion of the

THE KNIGHTS AT RICHMOND. 

The long convention of the Knights of 
Labor at Richmond came toa close yester- 
day. Owing to the exclusion of reporters 
and the nominal secrecy of the proceedings 
it has been a very difficult matter to obtain 
any clear or complete account of what was 
done. Mr. POWDERLY professed a willing- 
ness to give out for publication each day 
whatever might be of legitimate public 
interest so far as the rules of the order would 
permit, but naturally the reporters were not 
satisfied with his censorship of the news, 
and the meagreness of his statements com- 
pelled them to seek other means of in- 
formation. As there was a _ consid- 
erable lack of harmony among _ the 
delegates it was inevitable that state- 
ments should be obtained that were par- 
tial and more or less conflicting, and that 
the general idea given of the proceedings 
should not be altogether satisfactory. But 
those who have authority and influence in 
the order have no right to complain that ac- 
curate reports were not given when they 
refuse to act in the light and to give an op- 
portunity for full and fair statements. If 
their object was to conceal the contentions 
which took place they failed of their pur- 
pose, for those were the very things the evi- 
dences of which could not be hid outside 
of the formal sessions of the delegates. 

From what we know of the proceedings of 
the convention it does not appear that the 
order has been strengthened by them. The 
uncalled-for agitation that was produced in 
regard to the equal rights of colored dele- 
gates and colored members jarred seriously 
upon Southern sensibilities, and has doubt- 
less had an unfavorable effect upon the de- 
velopment of the order in the South. The 
Knights were quite right in their position 
so far as the relation of colored workers to 
the order is concerned, but it was unneces- 
sary to stir up the question of social equali- 
ty in the hotels and theatres of Richmond, 
or to assume airs of superior liberality in a 
community which insists upon’ classing col- 
ored people by themselves. 

Unfortunately what may be called the 
conservative element in the order did not 
control the proceedings at Richmond. Mr. 
POWDERLY had won considerable credit 
with the public for the moderation of his 
counsels and his advocacy of prudent 
methods. He had also expressed.a willing- 
ness to retire from the leadership whenever 
his views were not acceptable to a majority 
of the order. But he apparently found the, 
element represented” by the Home Club 
contingent too strong and too aggressive for 
him and he gave way to it, with the result, 
if not with the intent, ofretaining his posi- 
tion as General Master Workman. Instead of 
bringing the more radical element to his 
position, he practically yielded toit. This, 
however, did not allay antagonism, and there 
is as much dissension and as great a danger 
of division as before the convention was 
held. The question of the relation of the 
order to the trades unions seems to have 
been left as far from a satisfactory solution 
as ever. 

The amendment of the constitution by 
which offices were multiplied and the terms 
of office extended merely tends to strengthen 
fora time the present control, but it will 
not do much to check the tendency to dis- 
integration. An organization of such di- 
mensions can be held together only by sim- 
plicity in its aims and methods, and by 
working only for results that will be recog- 
nized as for the common benefit. When an 
attempt is made to control and harmgnize 
a great diversity of interests and to dictate 
methods about which there may be wide 
differences of opinion the result is sure 
to be discord and lack of cohesion. 
Moreover, with the assumption of 
power and @ complex system of manage- 
ment ambition comes into play and the de- 
sire to hold office and do the work of man- 
agement at the general expense. Leaders 
and managers begin to direct the action of 
assemblies and conventions quite as much 
with aview to their own selfish interests 
as for the common good of the orgattization. 
In short, the Knights of Labor are alto- 
gether human and they have not a degree of 
wisdom and prudence superior to that of 
humanity in general, which would certain- 
ly be needed for the success of such a 
scheme of action as the order seems to con- 
template. If they are to work any real bene- 
fit to the cause of labor they will have to 
modify and moderate somewhat their pre- 
tension for controlling masses of men, 
through the agency of organization. They 
must take individual liberty and the right 
of the man to control his personal interests 
more into account and direct their organ- 
ized efforts more to preparing him for @ 
wise exercise of his responsibilities. So 
general and wide an organization should 
aim mainly at education, enlightenment, 
wholesome agitation,’and # general eleva. | 


done in this direction and much sympathy 
and aid enlisted for the cause of the “* toil- 


ing masses.” . 
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THE IRISH CHURCH AND ‘HOME 
RULE. 

The sermon delivered by the Bishop of 
Meath last Sunday in Dublin may or may 
not have the effect of closing the breach 
which a year or two ago was visibly widen- 
ing between the religious traditions and the 
political aspirations of the Irish people. 
The treatment of the League by the church 
scarcely showed the worldly wisdom which 
is seldom absent from the councils of the 
Catholic hierarchy. An organization formed 
for the purpose of agitating for political ob- 
jects by unlawful means must necessarily 
come under the proscription of the church 
against secret societies. If the influence of 
the Irish priesthood had been steadily ex- 
erted to restrict the agitation to lawful 
means, while leaving no doubt of the pa- 
triotism of the priests, there would have 
been no occasion for the secret societies. 
The work of these societies, whether 
performed by outrages upon landlords 
and agents in Ireland or by explosions 
of dynamite in England, is answerable 
for very much of the English opposition to 
home rule. It is questionable whether any 
temporary advantage to the Irish cause was 
secured by these acts. If it was gained it 
was far outweighed by the mischief done in 
strengthening the English distrust of the 
Irish character and in justifying the Eng- 
lish apprehension of the savage injustice 
that would be done by turning over Eng- 
lish interests and English residents in Ire- 
land to a party the outrages committed in 
behalf of which were not resented or re- 
buked by any of its own members. 

This reproach is removed; from the Irish 
character by such utterances as the sermon 
of Bishop Nutty. What he said left no 
doubt of his own position as a Home Ruler. 
It was in the interest of home rule, indeed, 
that he denounced the outrages committed 
in its name. He told his people that the 
“moonlighters” who are persecuting unpop- 
ular landlords and agitating for freedom 
by means of pillage and arson were the 
worst enemies of the Irish cause, and 
that but for them and for such as they the 
English democracy would even now be on 
the side of home rule, as it will be if the 
Irish people for the next few months show 
themselves capable of the self-government 
which they demand. 

These sentiments, proclaimed by a prelate 
of the Irish Church with the vigor with 
which Bishop Nutty has uttered them, 
ought at least to bring about a reconcilia- 
tion between the church and the Irishmen 
who have become disaffected to it by reason 
of their patriotic zeal. Every reasonable 
Irishman must recognize that the Bishop’s 
words were true and timely. There are 
many thousands of Englishmen who would 
be ready to grant Ireland local self-govern- 
ment if they could be assured that the right 
would not be abused to the injury of Eng- 
land as well as of Ireland. It would be idle 
to pretend that there is no foundation for 
their fears. Not many representative Irish- 
men have denounced the misdeeds of their 
countrymen as frankly and as vigorously 
as Bishop Nutty has done. Mr. PARNELL, 
indeed, has used his unprecedented power 
over the Irish people to discourage exhibi- 
tions of patriotism that take the form of 
felony. His efforts have been so far suc- 
cessful that the recent performances of the 
**moonlighters,” scandalous and deplorable 
as they are, wouldscarcely have been notice- 
able at any earlier or less critical period of 
Trish history. 

There are now unfortunately a number of 
Phglish politicians whose interest it is to 
make public and to exaggerate every out- 
rage that occursin Ireland, and a very much 
larger number of Englishmen who are ina 
state of mind which inclines them to attach 
unusualimportance totherecital. The situ- 
ation is in some respects very much like that 
which prevailed in this country during the 
period of reconstruction. When it was pro- 
posed to restore local self-government 
to the Southern States the proposition 
was met by stories of Southern out- 
rages, which were told in order to im- 
press the Northern mind with the danger of 
leaving without supervision, from the out- 
side, communities in which the riotous 
classes had things so much their own way. 
Too many of the stories were true; some 
were exaggerated and some were invented. 
They served their purpose, however, by in- 
ducing many honest and thoughtful men in 
the North to oppose the restoration of the 
old powers to the State Governments, 
and the restoration was delayed from 
this cause for several years. Many 
men of the same kind are now in doubt 
whether it would be safe to grant home 
rule to Ireland, in spite of the outrages 
which the Ministry and the Ministerial 
press take especial pains to bring to their 
notice. No Irishman who commands the 
confidence of his countrymen could do them 
a better service at such a juncture than 
Bishop Nutty has done by his strong and 
earnest rebuke of the disorders which will 
constitute so muéh of the Conservative 
stock in trade when the Irish question 
comes up again for a Parliamentary settle- 
ment.

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MR. ABRAM S. HEWITT AND THE 
FORGED MOREY LETTER. 


On the-morning of Tuesday, Oct. 26, 1880, 
Truth, a comparatively unknown journal 
ther published in this city, printed in type 
@ letter which it claimed had been written 
in January of that year by Gen. James A. 
Garfield to one Henry L. Morey, of Lynn, 
Mass., upon the subject of Chinese labor. 

It attracted no attention either from the 
press or the public untilits subsequent in- 
dorsement as‘ authentic” by the Democratic 
National Committee and the declaration by 
Mr. Abram 8. Hewitt—a member of that 
body and agentleman who had for some 
time rather officiously posed as a personal 
friend and admirer of Gen. Garfield—that 
the letter was in Garfield’s handwriting. 
This indorsement of the genuineness of the 
letter led Truth, on Oct. 22, to print a fac 
simile of the letter, and the Democratic 
National Committee!at once gave the docu- 
ment wide circulation. 


Immediately upon the receipt of a copy of 
Truth of Oct. 22, containing the fac simile 
of his alleged letter, Gen. Garfield tele- 
graphed that it was a forgery—“ the work 
of some clumsy villain”—adding: “ Every 
honest and manly Democrat in America 
who is familiar with my handwriting will 
denounce the forgery at once.” 

Mr. Hewitt has not to this hour, so far as 
we are aware, either retracted his assertions 
or even expressed regret for his action in the 
matter, although the fact that the letter was 


& base and villainous forgery, conceived and 
executed in the interests of the Democratic 
National Committee, who indorsed, sus- 
tained, and circulated it by efforts which 
bristled with perjuries and additional 
forgeries, wasmade most clear. What he 
did after Gen. Garfield’s denial was briefly 
as follows: 

On Oct, 28 he declared his belief that the 
body of the letter was not Gen, Garfield’s, 

ut asserted the signature to be ‘* genuine,” 
and stood as sponsor for its genuineness for 
mouths thereafter, if not te the present mo- 
ment. 

On Oct. 29, in a carefully prepared ad- 
dress, Mr. Hewitt, as a seeming justification 
for his conduct, declared the sentiments and 
declarations of the letter to be in full ac- 
cord with the votes of Gen. Garfield. This 
he did with full knowledge of the fact 
that Gen. Garfield’s votes upon the Chinese 
bill had been cast, not because of antago- 
nism te the objects of the bill, but because of 
the manner and method by which it was at- 
tempted to accomplish its purposes. He 
also knew that upon the final vote, the 
question being whether the bill should pass 
notwithstanding the objections of the Presi- 
dent, James A. Garfield and Abram S. Hew- 
itt voted together—in the negative. 

What was thought of Mr. Hewitt and his 
treatment of Gen. Garfield and the forgery 
by the metropolitan press but six years ago 
it seems not amiss to recall at this time. 
We therefore print below extracts from the 
daily journals of 1880. 

The New-York Herald of Oct. 22 said: 

“Mr. A. 8. Hewitt asserted in a public address, 
Made on Wednesday evening, that he had ex- 
amined the letter, that he was familiar with 
Gen. Garfield’s writing, and that he had no 
doubt that Gen. Garfield had written the letter. 
* * * Unluckily for Mr. Hewitt, people persist 
in remembering that four years ago he fell into 
afltof political hysterics and asserted that his 
letters had been opened at the New-York Post 
Office, which tarialt out later not tobe so. Pos- 
sibly Mr. Hewitt is mistaken again.” 

After Gen. Garfield’s very full and 
complete denial of the genuineness of the 
letter and of all knowledge of Heury L. 
Morey, who was shown never to have had 
an existence, the same journal again re- 
ferred to Mr. Hewitt and his conduct on 
Oct. 26, as follows: 

“Public opinion will hold, and justly hold, that 
ten like Mr. Hewitt * * * and others owed 
it to their own characters and to the common 
decencies of life to be somewhat slower in bear- 
ing witness and a good deal more careful than 
they have been, before allowing themselves, for 
mae gg ends, to become partners in a gross 

raud upon the public. *~ * * In fact, the 
genuineness of the letter was credited entirely 
upon the testimony of such men as Messrs. 
ewitt and Randall, that they had seen it and 
unhesitatingly recognized it as in Gen. Gar- 
field’s hand.” 
The Sun of Oct. 30 said: 


“Mr. Hewitt, according to the reports—and 
certainly according to his own acts—persists in 
his asseveration that he believes the Chinese let- 
ter attributed to Gen. Garfield to be genuine. 

“Will Mr. Hewitt give a reason for the faith 
thatisinhim? He certainly must know that to 


stick to a libel and a forgery—throwing aside all 


question of principle—as a mere matter of pol- 
icy must be exceedingly unwise.” 


The Commercial Advertiser on Nov. 11 said: 


“ Hewitt is the man who indorsed the Morey 
letter. Barnum did not give it currency until 
Hewitt pronounced it genuine. Hewitt is more 
responsible for the villainy than the two rascals 
arrested for perjury.

FOR WOMANS ADVANCEMENT. 


MEETING OF JULIA WARD HOWE’S NA- 
TIONAL ASSOCIATION. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 20.—The four- 
teenth annual session of the National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Women began with 
a private meeting of the officers in this city at 
9 o’clock this morning. It was devoted to the 
reading of the annual reports of the Secretary 


and Treasurer, Auditors, and of the Chairman 
of the standing committees. After the report 
of the Committee on State Organization by Mrs. 
Mary C. Peckham and the transacting of 
some business of minor importance the 
meeting adjourned until 2:30 o'clock, 
when ne first public session was held. 
Mrs. Julia Ward Howe occupied about 15 min- 
utes in reading her annual address, which dealt 
with the affairs of the association in a yeu gen- 
eral way. She was followed by Mrs. Emma 
Haddock, of lowa, who read an exhaustive pa- 

er on “Women as Landholders in the West.” 

(rs. Haddock could only approximate the num- 
ber of farms owned and cnitivated by women 
owing to the absence of statistics. She esti- 
mated that 1,000 of the 200,000 farms in 
Iowa were owned and cultivated by women. 
Women were investing largely in California real 
estate, partly for use and partly, though in a 
limited degree, for speculative purposes. In 
Oregon the farms owned and operated by women 
were sO common as not to excite comment. 
Many women worked ‘on farms they did not 
own, especially the German women. he pass- 
age of new laws giving women additional rop- 
perty-holding rights had aided them greatly in 
their acquiring lands, so that their numbers 
were rapidly increasing. 

Miss Ellen M. Folsom, of Massachusetts, sent 
apaper on “The Association of Collegiate Al- 
lumne.” The paper dealt with the work of 
organizing an association of college craduates 
begun in Boston five years ago. A gredt number 
of clubs had been organized since this humble 
beginning and the organization now numbered 
thousands.

MR. HEWITT ON THE RIGHTS OF POOR 
MEN IN PROPERTY. 
From the Brookiyn Eayle, Nov. 26, 1880. 

There is another phase of this question 
that I approach with some hesitation, because I 
am liable to be misunderstood, and perhaps it 
should not be touched upon at all if not discussed 
minutely and exhaustively. However, I can 
ralse the question without being called to ao- 
count, for I raise it fur discussion. This is: 
What rights have the workingmen—the poor 
men—in the unearned increment in the prop- 
erty of the country? By unearned increment I 


mean the property. which is accumulatea with- 
out effort by its possessor. For instance, I have 
in my mind’s eye a man who inherited 
some peoaeets in real estate in this 
city, which in the lapse of years has grown ta 
enormous value. That value has come with the 
growth of the city. The growth of the city has 
been the result of the industry and the intellt 
gence of the people. The holder of the property 
has done nothing to increase its value, he hag 
simply held on toit. By no act of his has he ac- 
cumulated his wealth. Al of that has been done 
af other people, who do not benefit by it a parti- 
cle. He is allowed to retain possession of it, be- 
cause we do not know how to arrange it better. 
But is not the workingman who, by his produc. 
tive labor, made the land rich, entitled to a share 
of it-—not in the communistic sense that has lately 
received attention—but has he not some nets 
that property which is the result of his skilled an 
industrious labor, and not that of the man who 
holds possession! It seems to me he has a righg 
which should be made to tell for himin sume 
way, and if in no other then in lessening the 
burden of taxation. Every io person 
knows that John Stuart Mill bas discussed tha 
question of increment and has arrived at the 
conclusion that in some way it should belong ta 
the people and not the individual who ha 
to get. possession of it. [ think the subject will 
bear a more exhaustive Giscussion before the 
people than it has as yet received. * * * Tha

ONE LONG FACTION FIGHT 


CLOSE OF THE KNIGHTS OF 
LABOR ASSEMBLY. 
& CONVENTION THAT HAD MUCH TO 


pO AND DID LITTLE EXCEPT FIGHT 
FOR PLACE AND SALARIES. 


RICHMOND, Va., Oct. 20.—Such a blast of 
duelody as could be produced by no other body 
terminated the proceedings of the tenth annual 
General Assembly of the Knights of Labor. The 
session began on Oct. 4. It was lengthy ané la- 
borious, but by no means harmonious. The As- 
sembly had a lot of work to do, and did little of 
it. Over 700 delegates were present at the he- 
ginning of the session and a little more than 
half that number at the close. Other sessions of 
the General Assembly may have developed an- 
tagonism, but not even at the Special Assembly 
held at Cleveland did the factions wage war with 
the rancor exhibited here. This assembly will 
be remembered mainly for the extraordinary 
tactics employed by the administration to gain 
its ends and for its general incapacity. 

Its chief mission was the revision of the con- 
stitution, a task which was declared necessary 
six monthsago. At that time a committee was 
appointed te prepare such a revision. This 
committee, to further the schemes of a faction. 
itis asserted, performed its task in such a man- 
ner that ths General Assembly could not consti- 
tutionally acopt its recommendations. Although 
the Knights are generally sticklers on a ques- 
tion of Parliamentary law, the majority simply 
threw up their hands when Powderly ruled th at 
the ne neeeer A could revise the constitution with- 
out giving the constituencies of its representa- 
tives an opportunity of declaring their will on 
the subject. The fact that the assembly spent 
some days in tinkering with the revised consti- 
tution and then handed it over to a committee 
with instructions to report it back to the local 
assemblies of the order, illustrates very fairly 
the muddied condition of the convention during 
much of the session. 

The session was one long faction fight. There 
were numberless skirmishes between wings of 
the two principal factions, but these fights at- 
tracted only passing attention, on account of the 
battle royal, in which every delegate bore a part. 
It would be almost impossible to exaggerate the 
bitterness engendered by the struggle for place, 
or, Without appearing malicious, to describe the 
tgnoble methods employed to secure results, Mr. 
Powderly may claim that the convention was har- 
monious, but its work hardly shows it, nor does 
the claim alter the fact that there is less harmony 
in the order to-day than there ever was. There 
is, too, more opposition to-day to Powderly than 
there ever was before. To more than one dele- 

ate to-day he intimated that bygones should be 

ygones, and that it was the part of wisdom 
to bury the hatchet. The advice was notalways 

alatable, nor in every case will it be accepted. 

here are probably a number who feel as the del- 
egate who said to THE TIMES’s correspondent: 
«Pll bury the hatchet, but I'll bury itin the ad- 
ministration at the first opportunity.” 

The usual love feast was lacking at this con- 
vention. The opponents of the Home Ciub and 
the friends of trades unions refused .to accept a

bread. Powderly made a closing speech as 
usual, but it lacked the fire that at former con- 
ventions aroused his auditors to the cheering 
point. His address was followed by a song. It 
contained three verses, and was the composition 
of one of the delegates. It was all about the 
Knights, and declared: ‘We can, we must, we 
shall be free.” The convention adjourned at 
5:40 o’clock. Delegates who could do so took 
trains this evening for their homes. Some will 
remain here to-morrow in order to see President 
Cleveland when he attends the State Fair. The 
Philadelphia delegation cannot return until Sat- 
urday, as their constituents are preparing a recep- 
tion for them and will not be in readiness until 
Saturday. ; 

At the morning session the Committee on 
Women’s Work made its report. Its recommen- 
dation that a permanent organization be per- 
fected was adopted, and Miss Leonora Barry, of 
Amsterdam, N. Y., was appointed General In- 
vestigator, at a salary of $1,000 a year. James 
Quinn, ef New-York, introduced a resolution 
which asked for mercy for the Chicago Anarch- 
ists ‘‘on the ground of humanity.” An amend- 
ment by Dr. Allen, of Missouri, was adopted. It 
‘was as follows: 


Resolved, That the General Assembly appeals for 
mercy for the seven men of Chicago condemned to 
be executed. 

Resolved, That, while asking for mercy for the 
condemned men, we are notin sympathy with any 
class of Anarchists nor any attempts of individuais 
or associated bodies that teach or practice violent 
infractions of law, believing that peaceful methods 
are the surest and best means to secure necessary 
reforms. 

The convention voted $10,000 per quarter to 
the Co-operative Board, with instructions to de- 
vise some practical scheme of co-operation. 
The order has already tried its hand at co-opera- 
tion in the Connellburg coal mine, which is gen- 
eraily described as ‘‘the White Elephant.” The 
convention decided to abolish the office of Gen- 
eral Auditer. John G. Caville, of Brooklyn, at 
present occupies the office. He is g determined 
opponent of the Home Club. The Committee on 
Chinese and Contract Labor recommended that 
Congress be asked to abrogate the Burlingame 
treaty. 

The committee on the relief schemes of the 
Baltimore and Ohio and Pennsylvania Railroad 
Companies condemned them and recommended 
the administration of the order to take measures 
ite “protect the men from them.” The Educa- 
tional Committee will report at the next annual 
‘convention. The convention voted $1,000 to the 
'First Regiment, in whose armory the assembly 
jwas held. The armory was given free of rent. 
The convention authorized the General Execu- 
tive Board to purchase a house for the family of 
Uriah Stevens, the founder of the order, and 
failed to limit the cost. The four Knights to 
whom, in conjunction with the General Execu- 
tive Board, the revised constitution was referred 
are John Howes and Henry Abrahams, of Bos- 
ton; John Devlin, of Detroit, and E. J. Hagger- 
ty, of Brooklyn. They were appointed to-day. 
The lumber and other material used in prepar- 
ing the armory for the convention was given to 
the Little Sisters of the Poor, a local charity. 

_No, 49 will return to New-York by boat. Its 
members are happy. They stood by the Home 
Club, and the Home Club won its most signal 
victory. Itis now in full control of the Knights 
of Labor. 


NOT WANTED IN DETROIT. 


MAINE SHIP CARPENTERS WHO HAD TO 
RETURN HOME. 

Detroit, Mich., Oct. 20.—A. contractor 
who had secured the contract for building a 
large lake vessel the coming Winter, and who 
had leased one of the local ship yards 
for the purpose, hired 30 ship carpenters 
in Maine whom he knew to be skilled men. 
These men made their appearance here the lat- 
ter part of last week and at once threw the local 
brotherhood of that guild into commotion. The 
latter declared that this invasion of their baili- 
wick was wholly improper; that there were 
plenty of carpenters and ship builders 


here to do ali the work which could 
be got in all the yards, and that this 
invasion was nothing less than a move to de- 
prive them of work and their families of sup- 
port. Inquiry developed the facts that the new- 
comers were Knights of Labor in good standing; 
that they had come on in good faith, having been 
peonsiaall steady employment at good wages, 
and that there was positively nothing out of 
the ordinary course of business in the whole 
transaction. There were some suspicions that a 
local shipyard was at the bottom of the whole 
case and was using the contractor as a blind to 
cover their own real agency in the matter. This 
they denied, but there are some grounds for be- 
lieving the suspicions well founded. There 
has been eat agitation in labor circles 
pver since the arrival of the gentlemen from 
Maine. There is absolutely no ground on which 
to drive them away, while there has been a mani- 
fest determination to preventtheir settling down 
and going to work here. Finally so much dis- 
turbance was created over the matter that the 
visitors became alarmed or disgusted, and ac- 
cepted an offer to have their expenses paid back 
to their homes, and all but nine of them left on 
the noon train and the others will probably fol- 
bw.

ITALIAN OPERA. 

‘Luisa Miller,” one of Verdi’s early 
operas, first represented in Naples in 1849, sung 
in Paris in 1852 and also, with French words, in 
1853, and performed in -this city, under the direc. 
tion of Mr. Max Maretzek, at Castle Garden, 
in 1854, was brought out at the Academy of 
Music yesterday evening, to the delight of a 
large concourse of music lovers. The story of 
“ Luisa Miller” is that of Schiller’s “ Kabale und 
Liebe,” the ground of action, however, being 
shifted from Germany to the Tyrol, and 
the names as well as the nation- 
ality of the personages changed accord- 
ingly. In “Luisa Miller’ the heroine, who 
is the daughter of a retired soldier, falls in love 
with Carlo, a stranger, who turns out tobe 
Rudolphe, the son of Lord Walter, a proud and 
ambitious nobleman. Unluckily Luisa is be- 
loved by Wurm, the rascally steward 
of Rudolphe’s gfather, and this individual 
after convincing the girl’s parent that 
Rudolphe has dishonorable intentions, also de- 
nounces the youth to Lord Waiter. The latter, 
who intends that his son shall wed Federica, 
Duchess of Ostheim, uses his influence to 
separate the lovers. He would meet 
with little success, apparently, but for 


the ingenuity of Wurm, who contrives to 
ersuade Rudolphe that his betrothed is faith- 
ess. In despair at this discovery the young 
man consents to wed Federica. Beiore the wed- 
ding ceremony begins, however, Rudolphe takes 
poison. Meeting Luisa he gathers from her 
words that Wurm has spoken the truth. He 
thereupon tenders her the cup to which 
he has just put his lips, and after 
she has drained it reveals the nature 
ofits contents. Happy at the prospect of death, 
Luisa at once proclaims her innocence. She 
dies, and when Lord Walter and Wurm enter 
to lead Carlo to the church the latter stabs 
Wurm to the heart and falls lifeless on Luisa’s 
corpse. The punishment of Wurm was omitted 
from last night’s representation and the curtain 
fell upon the death of the lovers. 

The music to ‘** Luisa Miller’ marks a de- 

arture from the composer’s preceding works, 

tis almost wholly free from the trivial meas- 
ures that mar some of the finest portions of the 
achievements of his youth, the vocal numbers in- 
dicate a clearer perception of the possibilities of 
the human voice than had been revealed in for- 
mer years, and the instrumentation, although 
distinctly Verdian in its somewhat simple and 
conventional character, is almost always well 
suited to the situation, as viewed from the stand- 
point of Italian opera, and never noisy or vul- 
gar. That the score contains fewer * catching” 
airs and concerted pieces than the musician’s 
better known efforts may be inferred from the 
fact that ‘‘ Luisa Miller” never enjoyed the pop- 
ularity of 10 or 12 of Verdi’s most familiar 
works. Yet it includes some beautiful and 
effective numbers. In the first act— 
only to mention the most striking 
incidents of the opera—are conspicuous 
a taking duet for the tenor and soprano, some 
broad and melodious cantabile passages for the 
baritone, and an admirable final quintet; in the 
second are to be noted the soprano’s air, (Tu 
puniscimi”) the unaccompanied quartet, and the 
well remembered tenor romance commencing 
‘Quando le sere;” in the third are a duet for 
baritone and soprano, with a somewhat theatric- 
al but impressive second movement (“ Andrem 
raminghi”) and some highly dramatic measures, 
giving weight to the last scene between the 
lovers. 

The performance of “ Luisa Miller’ on the oc- 
casion under notice was earnest, forceful, and 
nicely balanced. Mme. Giulia Valda, who sang 
Luisa, was accepted at once as an artist who is 
- in her prime, and from whom a long series 
of agreeable personations may, therefore, be 
expected. Mme. Valda’s voice is a soprano sfo- 
gato of extreme purity and brilliancy and of con- 
siderable carrying power; herintonation is accu- 
rate, her emission delightfully easy, and her ex- 
ecution of florid passages facile and sparkling. 
That some rdéles in the modern repertoire 
are still better adapted to Mme. Valda’s abilities 
than the heroine of Schiller’s gloomy story 
may be predicted with confidence, for both the 
quality of the prima donna’s tones and her 
method indicate her particalar fitness for 
lighter characters. Both as an _ actress 
and songstress, however, Mine. Valda did ample 
justice to the soprano part last night, and in the 
third act she rose to the dramatic exigencies 
of the situation with surprising ease and 
vigor. Her début was genuinely successful. 
Her associates all did well. Signor Vicini, 
who has greatly improved as a singer and actor, 
was Rudolphe, and would have supplied an 
unexceptionable rendering of that personage’s 
music but for a tendency to inordinately 
prolong his organ points—a tendency that 
once or twice brought him to grief. A 
new baritone, Signor Lalloni, (Miller,) although 
a tritle hoarse, disclosed withal the possession 
of a tine voice and a good style, and 
Signor Bologna was efficient as Walter. 
Federica had an acceptable representative 
in Mile. Prandi, although the judgment of the 
artist in hastening to the wing after the romance 
introduced for her benefit into the first act 
of the opera, and dragging forth Signor 
Bimboni, who wrote it, may be questioned. 
Mile. Valerga filled capably the small rdéle of 
Laura. Signor Logheder directed the proceed- 
ings, and the audience—a very numerous body— 
was frequently enthusiastic, and loaded Mme, 


~Valda and Signor Vicini with flowers.

THE BILOXI FEVER. 


PHYSICIANS STILL DIFFERING ABOUT ITS 
NATURE, 

Nrw-Or.EAns, Oct. 20.—Notwithstand- 
ing the unanimity of the office holding physi- 
cians in declaring that the present sick- 
ness eat Biloxi is the genuine yellow 
fever, the private physicians having the 
eases in charge assert to the contrary. Dr. 
Gerardin, who has treated 14 cases and lost 
none, pronounces the disease malarial fever. Dr. 
Waybin, with a dozen cases, concurs in this view. 
Dr. Palaez, who has had eight cases, laughs and 
refuses to discuss the disease as long as he 
cures his patients. Dr. Aldrich, wno is 
from Iowa, but who has been in Biloxi for 
about two years, has treated some 25 or 30 


cases of the fever, says he has never seen a case 
of yellow fever in his life, but that in the 
treatment of his cases he has_ prescribed 
the usual remedies for malarial fever. He 
has been very successful in the treatment of this 
fever, not having lost a single case. His pa- 
tients now on hand number about four, all 
of whom are convalescing. Dr. Aldrich 
says he wishes to raise or be a _ party 
to no controversy between physicians, but he is 
compelled to declare that if his patients have 
yellow fever be must haye been atiending the 
disease in ignorance of its character for many 
years past in the North and West. 

Tlie City Council to-day invited the Louisiana 
Board of Health tosend over their board of 
experts to investigate the prevailing illness 
and pronounce finally upon its character, 
agreeing to pay all expenses and render 
all assistance to them. Dr. Holt, Presi- 
dent of the Louisiana State Board, in 
reply to this courteous invitation replied to- 
night that the diagnosis of the Biloxi fever hav- 
ing been completed by the State and county au- 
thorities of Harrison County, Miss., and an- 
nounced as yellow fever, the possibility of com- 
plying with the request is precluded. 


A WORD FOR GAS COMPANIES. 


MEETING OF THE AMERICAN GASLIGHT 
ASSOCIATION. 

PHILADELPHI, Oct. 20.—About 175 Super- 
intendents and other representatives of gas com- 
panies in the United States and Canada are in 
attendance at the forteenth annual meet- 
ing of the American Gaslight <Asso- 
ciation which convened in the Acad- 
emy of Music this morning. Altnough 
these gentlemen have met to plead the cause 
of corporations that claim to be impoverished 


by serious competition and vicious legislation, 
they without exception have the appearance of 
substantial citizens who have had very little to 
annoy or disturb them. President A. E. Wood, 
of Syracuse, N. Y., presided. “A. K. Park, 
Chief Engineer of the City Gas Works, 
Chairman of the Reception Committee, in 
a brief speech welcomed the association to 
Philadelphia. President Wood in his annual ad- 
dress reviewed the condition of the gas-making 
industry, and dealt with many of the dif- 
ficulties with which it has had to contend in 
recent years. He said that a large amount of 
the prejudice existing against gas compa- 
nies has grown out of the short sight- 
ed and illiberal policy of the managers 
of former days and _ still adhered = to 
by some.of the unprogressive companies. Re- 
ferring to the blackmailing raids frequently 
made on companies by irresponsible speculators 
President Wood said: ‘*The way to meet these 
raiders is first for every company to put itself 
rightin its own community and popularize it- 
self by all legitimaté means, and then show the 
citizens that the establishment of a second or 
more gas companies in the same city has always 
resulted in an increased price of gas for the city 
and citizens.” 

There were half a dozen short speeches for and 
against all States following the example of Mas- 
sachusetts, and regulating the manufacture and 
sale of gas by commissioners appointed by the 
several Governors. A vote on the subject was 
finally reached, and a resolution favoring State 
commissions was referred to the Executive Com- 
mittee, to report at next year’s meeting. , 


WANTED HOR MURDER. 


THE PROBABLE MURDERER OF HAR- 
RINGTON SLIPS QUIETLY AWAY. 
CLEVELAND, Ohio, Oct. 20.—Louis Web- 
ster was twice sentenced to death for the mur- 
der of Perry Harrington at Montva, but on 
the third trial was acquitted. The evidence 
against him was all circumstantial except 
the testimony of Mrs. Harrington that the 
murderer’s mask dropped from his face and she 
recognized Webster, bnt at the last trial he 
succeeded in establishing an alibi to the 


satisfaction of the jury. He was pronounced 
not guilty and left the court room with 
the sweetheart who was constant in 
her belief in hisinnocence. It has just been dis- 
covered here that while Webster was languish- 
ingin jailthe probable murderer was harbored 
two or three days in the family of a police officer 
in this city, whose wife, threugh motives of 
charity, consented to give shelter to a stranger 
whose description, it was afterward found, cor- 
responded with the appearance of Webster. On 
the second trialit was shown that a supposed 
tramp, some said a book agent, was suddenly 
missing from the locality about the 
time of the murder, and strenuous but 
unsuccessful efforts were made to find 
him. Mrs. Molien, the oliceman’s wife, 
was very anxious to gotoeach of the trials to 
identify Webster, or clear him, but her 
husband, for some inscrutable reason, would 
not let her, and only now has _ it 
leaked out that the stranger under her roof 
one morning at breakfast, when the murder was 
mentioned, exhibited strange trepidation, and in 
explanation of his uneasiness said he heard of 
the murder the day he was in Geneva. After 
breakfast this man actually walked away from 
the house with the policeman. and was seen 
hereabout no more.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 20.—A meeting of the 
Aid Committee of the Manufacturers’ Association 
was held to-day in the Continental Hotel, and 
after several aspects of the situation had be2n 
fully discussed it was resolved to exhibit to- 


morrow in allthe mills owned by members of 
the association the following notice: 

The arbitration arranged for between a commit- 
tee representing the strikers at Messrs. Troth’s 
mills, Frankford, and the Aid Committee of the 
Peompsges Manufacturers’ Association having be- 
come nullified by the refusal of the strikers to ac- 
cept the agreement entered into providing for the 
starting of the mills; therefore 

Resolved, That a lock-out of all the employes in the 
mills of the members of the Philadelphia Manufact- 
urers’ Association be ordered to take effect on Nov. 
8, unless the trouble at Troth’s mills be satisfacto- 
rily settied prior to that date.

A WEEK’S FLOUR PRODUCTION. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Oct. 20.—The North- 
western Miller says: ‘‘ Notwithstanding the fact 
that the operation of the mills was seriously in- 
terfered with by the switchmen’s strike, a very 
respectable amount of flour was turned out last 
week. The majority of the mills were forced to 
close down Thursday or Friday, afew favorably 
situated continuing until Saturday. The output 


of the week was 125,265 barrels, averaging 
20,877 barrels daily, against 146,660 barrels the 
preceeding week, and 177,800 barrels the cor- 
responding time in 1885. Since Monday 
there has been a comparative blockade 
of the mills, only eight being in operation, 
and half of these of the smallest capacity. The 
production is not over 9,500 barrels daily. The 
stoppage is particularly aggravating at this 
time. Most of them were well sold ahead on 
flour and desired to get this shipped before the 
close of navigation. The customers also are 
irritated at the delay and constantly importun- 
ing the millers to fill orders. A fair demand for 
flour has sprung up and a considerable amount is 
being sold. The millers, however, are cautious 
about taking orders on account of the railroad 
blockade, and some are asking higher prices. The 
direct exports of flour for the week were 45,815 
barrels. Receipts—Wheat, 392,150 barrels. 
Shipments—Flour, 57,000 barrels: Wheat, 69,000 
bushels; millstuff, 1,365 tons. Wheat in store— 
Minneapolis, 3,448,411 bushels; Duluth, 7,280,- 
815 bushels; St. Paul, 223,000 bushels,

THE NEWS AT WASHINGTON 


WHY GEN. HAZENS ACCOUNTS 
WERE DISALLOWED. 
CONTROLLER MAYNARD’S BOLD MOVE 

ON THE SIGNAL OFFICE—POLITICAL 

PROSPECTS—SECRETARY MANNING. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—It does not seem 
to make any difference to Second Controller 
Maynard that the House Committee on Expen- 
ditures in the War Department last Winter re- 
garded Gen. Hazen’s irregularities more leni- 
ently than he did. Ina “mcmorandum” cover- 
ing several large pages he had noted his suspen- 
sion of accounts of the Signal Service Office 
amounting to more than $1,000,000. An in- 
vestigation was made by the committee, of 
which Mr. Robertson, of Kentucky, was Chair- 
man, and that committee, having in possession 
all the facts placed before Mr. Maynard, white- 
washed Gen. Hazenin a report that the Chief 
Signal Officer might have written if he had been 
asked to prepare a report that would exoner- 
ate him and make the criticisms of the Second 
Controller seem groundless. Having gone over 
the accounts and satisfied himself that he was 
not mistaken, the Controller has now disal- 
lowed them. Many of the items disallowed 
were for the purchase of supplies during the 
terms of Lieut. Craig and Capt. Mills. Mr. May- 
nard says it is plain that the Treasury was 
plundered in the making of purchases 


without competition and from a clique of three 
or four persons, who were paid sometimes as 
much as three times the prices that articles were 
bringing in the open market. As these were ar- 
ticles on sale by a great many firms, and the law 
required that purchases should be made after 
competition, the violation of the law seemed 
plain. The expenditures for telegraph service 
were also irregular, and no vouchers were fur- 
nished. Since Capt. Jones became the disburs- 
ing officer, Mr. Maynard says, he has made an 
effort to or. with the law and army 
regulations but has apparently acted under 
instructions from the Chief Signal Officer in 
withholding vouchers. What is to be the out- 
come of the disallowance the Controller does not 
suggest, but it is supposed that prosecutions 
might be instituted for the recovery of the 
money ora military inquiry made to establish 
the facts. Secretary of War Lincoln was aware 
during his administration that these irregulari- 
ties were practiced, and attempted to stop them. 
He was not supported by the Administration of 
which he was a part. Secretary Endicott has 
thus far been a supporter of the Chief Signal 
Officer and the practices of the Signal Office, and 
the influence of the Signal Office over him seems 
to be complete enough. | 2 


Secretary McPherson, of the Republican Con- 
gressional Committee, repudiates any alleged 
interview with him in which he is represented 


as having made any prediction of the result of 
the approaching election. He says that there 
are a large number of districts in which it is ap- 
parent that there will be no reversal of the votes 
of 1884, while there are 30 or more districts in 
which the fight is very close. and about 
which it would be difficult if not im- 
possible at this stage of the canvass to make 
a prediction that would be entitled to be- 
lief. The number of third party candidates, some 
of whom are running in close districts, makes 
the matter doubtful, some of these candidates 
standing for prehibition and others for labor 
and threatening to draw votes from Republicans 
and Democrats. The campaign, he says, in the 
Congressional districts is largely one of individ- 
ual effort, assisted only from the Congressional 
committees by political literature. While Mr. 
McPherson declines to say what proportion of 
the Fiftieth Congress will be Republican other 
Republicans of aconservative turn expect to 
see a Slightly reduced Democratic majority. 
The Republican who expect to see the Democrats 
lose the House has not appeared here yet, and 
the one who is anxious for such a result is 
notknown. Theonly Democrats who predict a 
Democratic gain are those who are managing 
the affairs of that party through the Congres- 
sional committee. os 

Secretary Manning sat this afternoon at his

as an import through the mails. The question 
came up on an appeal by a Washington dealer 
whose books were seized in New-York. The As- 
sistant Secretary’s examination of the book, 
which was a translation, led him to decide 
that it was without literary merit, agd 
the fact that it owas ineluded in “a 
package containing a directory of a long 
list of books unquestionably improper, 
assisted him in forming his opinion of the pur- 
pose of the publication. The department is 
called upon to make decisions in a large number 
of cases of this sort, some of them presenting 
features requiring a good deal of discrimination 
between the downright obscene and the instruc- 
tion with classical peculiarities. The edict 
against the ‘‘ Heptameron” is pe pt to pro- 
voke a good deal of comment and some adverse 
criticism. The dealer whose package was con- 
demned says there are 10,000 copies of the book 
in this country. and that if 1t 1s obscene every 
well-equipped library contains at least one ob- 
scene book. any

The brandy 
I bought there was the worst I ever tasted, pure 
alcohol I believe. Most people when they go 
traveling provide themselves with a case of 
medical vials. Tcarry just one half-pint bottle 
of brandy, the best brandy I can purchase.” 

“Just one?” 

“Just one, ata time. When I was in Iowa my 
brandy gave out and I had to purchase a new 
supply. Great goodness! such terrible stuff!” 


Government officers who have considered the 
effect of the olemargarime tax law are dis- 
posed to believe that itis likely to operate in 


favor of thelarger manufacturer and against 
the smaller, very much in the same way 
that the stamp tax did to strengthen the large 
manufacturers of matches and break down the 
smaller concerns. One of the strongest argu- 
ments made against the stamp tax on matches 
was that the Government interference produced 
this result. The match manufacturers, however, 
obtained a rebate on their purchases. 


Secretary Lamar, says the Critic, said the

ANXIOUS ABOUT ITS CARS. 
CINCINNATI, Oct. 20.—Suit was brought 
to-day inthe Common Pleas Court by the Cin- 
cinnati, Hamilton and Dayton Railroad Company 
against Thomas and J.J. Emery to enjoin the 
levying of further executions upon the plaintiff 
company’s cars found in the State of New-York. 


These executions have issued under a judg- 
ment for $121,000 obtained in New-York upon 
five unpaid coupons upon the bonds of the Cin- 
cinnati, Hamilton and Indianapolis Road, which 
are guaranteed by the plaintiffcompany. By the 
decision of a board of arbitration, to which 
it isclaimed the defendants agreed to submit 
the coupons in question were ordered canceled 
and preferred stock of the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
and Indianapolis Road issued in exchange for 
them. The plaintiff company claims that its 
guarantee ia illegal, but is still willing to ex- 
change preferred stock of the Indianapolis Road 
for the coupons. In addition to enjoining the 
levying of further executions under the New- 
York judgment, the court is asked to require the 
defendants to present their coupons for exchange 
for stock, or, if they refuse so to do, that the 
pte of tne plaintiff company be declared 
void.

INSPECTING JAMES WOOD’S STOCK AND 
TALKING OF PLEURO-PNEUMONIA. 

The Bedford Farmers’ Club met yesterday 
at Mount Kisco at the house of James Wood, 
who was nominated last Saturday by the Repub- 
licans of the Fourteenth Congressional District 
to reduce Congressman Stahlnecker’s last year’s 
majority of 2,300 in this year’s Congressional 
race. Whether the farmers of the Bedford Club 
were attracted by a desire to see the new candi- 
date or his well kept farm and sleek-looking stock, 
they attended in large numbers. Those who 
came by train were met at the Mount Kisco sta-

The Bedford Club farmers wanted 
to know how the _ pleuro-pneumonia got 
into Mount Kisco. State Veterinarian Law 
had been expected to be present, but he sent a 
letter instead. Mr. Law had investigated the 
case by direction of the Governor. He thought 
the disease never occurred except by infection, 
and that the prevalence of it in the lower part of 
Westchester County offered the explanation of 
its presence in Mount Kisco, and that although 
the danger was passed as regarded Mr. Mat- 
thews’s herd, there was future danger from the 
infected buildings and utensils. Headvised that 
the buildings should be whitewashed. The paper 
of the day was read by the Hon. John Jay, and 
was entitled ‘“‘ American Agricultural Products 
in the Markets of the World.”

CREDITORS WANT THEIR MONEY 


ASKING FOR THE SALE OF THE NORTH- 
WESTERN CAR COMPANY’S ASSETS. 
St. Paun, Minn., Oct. 20.—Another step 
was taken to-day toward disentangling the 
troubles brought on by the failure of the North- 
western Car Company. {The Merchants’ National 
Bank of Chicago, Black River National Bank of 


Lowville, First National Bank of Oxford, and 
First National Bank of Ithaca, and the Minne- 
sota Thrasher Company, creditors of Seymour, 
Sabin & Co., of Stillwater, in the aggregate sum 
of $38,333, have filed a petition in the District 
Court of Washington County to have the assets of 
the beatae firm sold, and the affairs closed up. 
Judge McClurejyesterday granted an order fix- 
ing the hearing for Nov. 6. The petition sets 
forth that the firm failed May 12, 1884, 
and J. ©. O’Gorman was appointed Re- 
ceiver; that the Receiver made a_ report, 
not under oath, stating the assets to 
be $1,147,978, and the liabilities $1,751,766; 
that the monthly reports of the Receiver show 
collections to Aug. 31, 1886, amounting to 
$64,594 and expenditures of $53,138; that 
the Receiver has no other business than his 
Receivership; that the petitioners believe that 
several of the stockholders of Seymour, Sabin & 
Co,fare men of large means; that they are per- 
sonally responsible for the debts of the firm, and 
that such liability cannot be enforced until the 
assets are sold and applied to the payment of the 
debts, and that no good reason exists for con- 
tinuing the Receivership.

THE BROTHERHOOD’S WORK 


THE LOCOMOTIVE ENGINEERS 
WELCOMED TO THE CITY. 
CHIEF ARTHUR’S ANNUAL ADDRESS AT 
THE CONVENTION, AND REMARKS BY 
CHAUNCEY M. DEPEW AND OTHERS. 

An audience of between 2,000 and 3,000 
persons, of whom over 300 were delegates, about 
that number visiting members of the brother- 
hood, and the remainder, including a large pro- 
portion of ladies, invited guests, occupied the 
Metropolitan Opera House yesterday afternoon 
at the opening exercises of the twenty- 
third annual Tnternational Convention of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers. W. 
A. Gurney, of the Committee of Arrangements, 
presided, and on the platform with him were 
Grand Chief Engineer P. M, Arthur, T. 8. Ingra- 
ham, First Grand Engineer; H..©, Hays, First 
Grand Assistant Engineer; J. R. Sprague, Sec- 
ond Grand Engineer; A. R. Cavner and George 
H. Van Tassell, Second and Third Grand Assist- 
ant Engineers, and Delos Everett, Grand Chap- 
lain, representing the brotherhood, 2nd Mayor 
Grace, Goy. Leon Abbett, of New-Jersey; the 
Rev. T. De Witt Talmage, aud the Hon. Chauncey 
M. Depew. Chairman Gurney read a letter of 
regret from President Cleveland and then ex- 
tended a welcome to the convention. 

Mayor Grace addressed the brotherhood, stat- 
ing that he was present in his official capacity to 
bid them welcome to the city of New-York. The 
public at large had confidence in the locomotive 
engineers, and this feeling was well respond- 
ed to. 

Gov. Hill was on the programme for an ad- 
tiress, but he had not sent any answer to the in- 
vitation to be present, and the act of welcoming 
the brotherhood to the State of New-York had 
to be performed by Gov. Leon Abbett, of 


New-Jersey, who characterized the body 
as @® conservative, law-abiding organ- 
ization of intelligent, hard-working wen. 
The Rev. Dr. T. DeWitt Talmage defended his 
addressing them as “ brother engineers” on the 
ground that everynody wag in some sense an en- 
gineer. Some were engineering churches, others 
city politics, others commercial and manufact- 
uring establishments, and so on. A good many 
of them often got switched off and side- 
tracked. Some of them were running on a nar- 
row gauge, but, broad or narrow, all hoped to 
come out at the grand central station of useful- 
ness and happiness. : 

Grand Chief Engineer Arthur in his annual 
address said that now that the intellect, and also 
the ignorance, of the Nation was knitting its 
brow over the solution of the so-called knotty 
problem of the nineteenth century, it was fitting 
that the brotherhood, representing the unknown 
quantity of that problem, should meet together. 
In describing it as the unknown quantity he 
would say that some had tried to equivocate 
their position ‘and that of their executive officer, 
because of the conservative stand taken and his 
utter refusal to treat with other labor or- 

anizations. They maintained that a good 
abor organization was a good thing, but 
that a heterogeneous mass of men engaged in 
divers occupations could combine interests sat- 
isfactorily to form an organization which should 
serve all and with equal justice was very doubt- 
ful. Until there was nothing more to be done 
for the brotherhood could they afford to become 
interes*edin other things foreign to their or- 
der? They had no sympathy and could not 
co-operate with any class of men who based 
their claim for it on the principles that might is 
right and tlaat the rich owe the poor a living. 
No man had aright to anything which he had 
not acquired honestly. 

There was no antagonism between capital and 
labor, continued Mr. Arthur, but between work 
and idlemess there had never been any other 
feeling. Most men of frugal habits were capital- 
‘ists, capital being invested wealth, no matter 
‘how small. He urged upon the brotherhood the 
desirability of life insurance and recommended 
that its system be modified so as to allow _mem- 
bers not s0 well off to take out policies of $1,500 
instead of $3,000, as at present. The brother- 
hood’s Life Insurance Association now had 
4,t44 members. Twenty-seven members 
had died during the year and _ two 
had become disabled. Seventy-eight claims 
had been _ paid, amounting to about 
$230,000. He was sure that the labor 
agitation of the past six months would result in 
good. What was necessary to settle the ques- 
tions at issue was for both sides to give them 
full and fair consideration, which could only be 
reached ~ arbitration. 

The public would always condemn the willful 
destruction of private property and the stopping 
of public business. During the Missouri Pacific 
and Texas Pacific and leased lines troubles of 
last Spring the Brotherhood conducted itself 
in a way worthy of praise in resisting the threats 
and persuasions of the Knights of Labor. This 
loyalty had shown the railroad companies that a 
contract entered into by the brotherhood would 
not be violated, and the companies would not 
hesitate to make other contracts with it when 
the occasion called for it. Moderation, concilia- 
tion, and arbitration must rule in dealings be- 
tween employers and employed. Capital could 
not afford to be overbearing, and labor could not 
turn from peaceful channels without injury. 

The Hon. Chauncey M. Depew made a stirring 
address, in which he said that he concurred 
heartily in every sentiment expressed in Chief 
Arthur’s address. The great Republic owed all 
its greatness and glory to the railroads. Three 
great factors had been necessary to their suc- 
cess—the broad continent on which to build, the 
rails to run over, and the men to man the cars. 
For every mile that the railroad was pushed 
into the prairie 100,000 acres of land were 
brought into cultivation. The railroad en- 
gine pulled civilization along after it as 
well as the train of cars, and this was 
a work in which all engaged were colaborers 
and could be proud of it. No better men worked 
in the world than locomotive engineers. They 
were a long-lived race because they led sober, 
regular, and industrious lives. On the New- 
York Central now worked Major Priest, who had 
been at it for 51 years and promised to work 51 
years more before he got done with it. Then 
there was Hank Miller, who was able to fill any 
ce ee in the road from President down. He 

ad been 23 years in the service, had been half a 
dozen times in the river, and as many times had 
tried to bore, with his train, another tunnel in 
Anthony’s Nose, but he was atill in activeservice. 

Thanks to the brotherhood, said Mr. Depew, 
the engineer of to-day was a very different man 
from what he was 23 years ago. Blasphemy was 
his current conversation and whisky was his 
nerve tonic in those days, but this had all been 
changed. The unfortunate strikes which had 
happened were brought about by big head, light 
head, and lip. Alot of men who had got big- 
headed wouldn’t take the trouble to figure when 
the question was one of figures, but, listening to 
the talk of agitators who had nothing to ao with 
the matter, precipitated a strike. The leader of 
the .brotherhood should be a man of sense, 
courage, and: virtue—of sense, so as to 
know the brotherhood’s demands; of a courage 
to help him resist urgent pressure trom either 
side, and of a virtue that would prevent him 
from becoming a partner in a broker's office 
with the design to profit by plunging his fellow- 
men into penury. In conclusion, Mr. Depew wel- 
comed the brotherhood on behalf of the New- 
York Central Railway, and said that if pa bem | 
was lacking them if they would send up wor 
to the Grand Central Station it would be at- 
tended to if it lay in the company’s power. 

The proceedings, which wereinterspersed with 
music by the Seventh Regiment Band, were closed 
with prayer by Dr. Talmage,

TALKING ABOUT A TIE-UP. 

A rumor was circulated yesterday that all 
the surface and elevated roads in the city would 
be tied up on election day and most of the shops 
and factories closed in order that the laboring 
men might show their power. It was said that 
the men who took a day off would take posses- 
sion of the polis early in the morning and would 
either intimidate voters who were not in favor 


of Henry George or manage to keep them out- 
side the polling places until their patience was 
exhausted and they were compelled to hurry 
away to their places of business without voting. 
Some of the leaders of the George movement 
poob-poohed the rumor as ridiculous and with- 
out foundation, but it was admitted that some- 
thing of the kind had been talked about several 
days ago. It was stated on authority that two 
or three days before election the car drivers and 
conductors and train guards would ask the rail- 
road companies to make such arrangements that 
they might be able to go off in batches to vote 
during the day, as it had been ascertained that 
, the companies were opposed to George, and 
would try to prevent the men from going to the 
polls. Should the companies refuse to grant the 
request, the men will tie up and take a day off. 
It was said that the brassworkers would also take 
a day off to work at the polls.

PREPARING FOR A GALA DAY. 


WHAT WILL BE DONE WHEN THE 
STATUE OF LIBERTY IS READY. 

The big statue of Liberty held its giant 
arm skyward yesterday while a number of work- 
men, who looked like mosquitoes settled on the 
statue's neck, adjusted the torch in the enor- 
mous hand. Other workmen labored at the base 
of the figure, looking absurdly small as their 
heads were-seen reaching hardly higher than the 
hem of the majestic statue’s robe. Engineers 
were busily attending to the machinery which 
is to cause Liberty to illumine the world. Huge 
boilers were being put in place, and it is expect- 
ed that on Saturday the engines will be 
in working order. One ‘week from _ to- 
day a huge cone of electric light will 


issue from Liberty’s torch. The vast spiked 
crown will be radiant with numerous incan- 
descent lights, and below will be powerful electric 
lights throwing their illumination upon the statue 
itself. Hosts of people, anxious to anticipate 
the events of next Thursday, visited Bedloe’s 
Island yesterday, and wanderéd about the little 
island, apparently wondering how so much litter 
can be cleared away before the inauguration oc- 
curs. They were not allowed to go up the stair- 
case in the pedestal, nor to enter within the in- 
closing walls. They, however, made a circuit of 
the colossal structure and pestered for informa- 
tion the officers in charge, who were primed for 
the occasion to know nothing and to say less. 

Next Thursday promises to be a gala day. 
There will be fireworks and a procession, and 
every one will be there toseethem. The present 
indications are that the parade will include about 
25,000 persons, and jit is possible there will be 
more. Capt. H. G. Brown, of the Twelfth In- 
fantry, acting as Adjutant-General for Gen. C. P. 
Stone, thinks the procession will be about five 
miles long, and take about two hours and a half 
to pass a given point. ; 

The hour at which the procession will start for 
the Battery is to be governed by the time at 
which the ceremonies on Bedloe’s Island are to 
take place. This point has not yet been settled. 
Gen. Stone isin communication with the Com- 
missioner of Public Works as to whether the 

araae Will be able tomove down Fifth-avenue. 

f the march cannot be down Fifth-avenue Gen, 
Stone will select Madison-avenue, The commit- 
tee has in consideration a plan to let the parade 
move down parallel avenues in several columns 
at the same time. Unless, however, the number 
of organizations is greater than now seems likely, 
this plan will not be adopted. 

About 35 organizations have asked permission 
te take part in the land parade, among them 
being the Grand Army of the Republic, under 
Grand Marshal C. H. Lutjens, with 51 posts and 
about 5,000 men; the Veteran Zouave Battalion, 
of New-York City; the Liberty Guards, and the 
Old Guard..Every day Capt. H. G. Brown re- 
ceives applications, which he notes in a big 
book, the pages of which are beginning to as- 
sume a formidable aspect. Yesterday Capt. Jo- 
seph H. Walker asked fora place for the Veteran 
Guard, Adjt. John P. H. Kahl for Division No. 1 
of the Veteran Association of the Regular Army 
and Navy, and Commander John L. Power for 
Post 56, G. A. R. 

While the land parade is being inspected by 
sightseers the naval column will move down the 
North River and take up its position in front of 
Bedloe’s Island. Rear-Admiral Luce, of the 
North Atlantic Squadron, will be in command. 
Commander C. M. Chester is arranging the pro- 
gramme. The naval line wil) form opposite 
Forty-fifth-street, North River. It will be head- 
ed by the Despatch, carrying President Cleve- 
land. The naval forces in goodly array will fol- 
low—lighthouse steamers, transports, war de- 
partment vessels, launches, and boats from the 
men-of-war anchored in the harbor. After these 
will come the lesser craft in the shape of tugs, 
barges, and vessels of more use than reputation. 

On the arrival of President Cleveland at Bed- 
loe’s Island the ceremonies will commence with 
as little delay as possible. The speech of pres- 
entation from the American committee to the 
President will be made by Senator William M. 
Evarts, after which President Cieveland will 
formally acceptin another speech the gifts of 
France and the citizens of the United States. 
The oration of the day will be delivered by 
Chauncey M. Depew, after which there will bea 
plethora of military music. The guests will 
then leave the island in time to reach the city 
before dark. After dark there will be fireworks 
on Liberty Island. in front of Castle Williams on 
Governor's Island, at the Washington Building, 
the Produce Exchange, and other equally worthy 
sites. The French and American vessels will be 
illuminated, calcium lights being burned on 
deck, and the men in the rigging armed witha 
formidable amount of colored fire. The display 
will be visible from any point in the harbor. 
The Brooklyn Bridge, itis said, will be about the 
best plaee to view the proceedings. Gen. Stone 
is also arranging a torchlight procession. The 
French guests of America will be entertained by 
the Chamber of Commerce at Delmonico’s in the 
evening. 


Newport, R. I., Oct. 20.—Everything is 
in readiness for the sailing of the flagship Ten- 
nessee and the training ships Saratoga and Ports- 
mouth for New-York to-morrow. To-day the 
Tennessee took on board stores at the torpedo 
station for transportation to New-York, among 
the articles taken being 60 packages of gun cot- 
ton ana 22 large howitzers. Rear-Admiral 
Luce, who is to have charge of the 
naval parade at the Bartholdi statue ex- 
ercises, announces that the Tennessee, his 
flag ship, will anchor northwest off Bedioe’s 
Island. Next to the Tennessee will be the Alli- 
ance, and following her willbe the Yantic and 
the training ships Portsmouth, Saratoga, and 
Jamestown, in the order given. The vessels 
named will be anchored ahead of the Tennessee 
in a straight line. The French man-of-war La 
Minerve will be situated near the Tennessee, 
andthen will come the other French vessels. 
The various naval vessels wilibe dressed with 
flags from sunrise until sunset. and a salute of 
15 guns will be fired at sunrise, just as the flags 
are being thrown to the breeze, and also at sun- 
set. National salutes will also be fired when the 
statue is being unveiled and when President 
Cleveland arrives. The President will witness 
the proceedings from the Despatch. Capt. Boyd, 
in command of the Tennessee, will bein com- 
mand of the naval brigade on shore. Admiral 
Luce has appoimted Lieut. Kilburn, of the Ten- 
nessee, Adjutant-General. 


HARRISBURG, Penn., Oct. 20.—The Gov- 
ernor has appointed Adjt.-Gen. Guthrie to rep- 
resent the military and Clement R. Wainwright 
the civilians of Pennsylvania at the dedication 
of the Bartholdi statue.

MCABE SAID TO BE INSANE. 
HIS LAWYER'S ENDEAVOR TO SAVE 
THE EX-ALDERMAN FROM TRIAL. 
Ex-Alderman Francis Mccabe, who was 
committed without bail on Monday last and 
locked up in Ludlow-Street Jail, is to be arraigned 
for trial before Justice Cowing in the Court of 
General Sessions this morning. His lawyer, 
Richard 8. Newcombe, will make a hard fight 
for him in order to prevent the case from being 
tried, and will claim that McCabe is of 
unsound mind. Some of McCabe’s friends 
declared on Monday last that he was in- 
sane, and that he has required close 


watching during the past two years. All 
of his valuable property was long ago trans- 
ferred to his wife. Since his incarceration in 
Ludlow-Street Jail two physicians have exam- 
ined him at Lawyer Newcombe’s request, and 
their report is to be handed to him this rae ptm 
in open court. The lawyer yesterday considere 

the advisability of applying to Justice Donohue, 
in Supreme Court, Chambers, for the appoint- 
ment of a commission to inquire into McCabe's 
sanity. It was at length decided to wait until 
this morning and to present the report of the 
pag dee ri to Judge Cowing, when a motion shall 

é made to delay the trial. 

District Attorney Martine said that it would 
—— very strong proof to satisfy him of Mc- 
Cabe’s insanity, but that he would not be so in- 
human as to insist upon trying him if satisfied 
that he is of unsound mind. Judge Cowing said 
that he had heard the rumor that Lawyer New- 
combe would endeavor to stop the trial by at- 
tempting to show that McCabe isinsane. His 
Honor added that when the lawyer shall bring 
the prisoner's sanity in question he will at once 
impanel a jury and undertake to discover 
whetner the prisoner is in such a condition of 
mind that he should not be tried. 

District Attorney Martine yesterday disposed 
of the rumor that John M. Scribner and Oscar 
E. Bright, of the law firm of Robinson, Scribner, 
& Bright, had been indicted. He said that 
neither Scribner nor Bright had been indicted, 
and further, that rage are not to be indicted. 
Mr. Martine has all the indictments presented 
on Tuesday locked up in his safe, and will not 
permit the reporters to see them, It is said that 
Alderman Robert E. De Lacy, ‘“ Billy” Moloney, 
and John Keenan, now in Canada, are among 
those indicted, and that there are other indict- 
ments for perjury. 


ONE BLOCK OF CABLE LAID. 
PRIMITIVE METHODS OF WORK INTER- 
FERE WITH RAPID PROGRESS. 

The first block of electric cable went un- 
der ground on Sixth-avenue yesterday, between 
Thirty-seventh and Thirty-eighth streets. It was 
a Waring six-wire cable made for the fire alarm 
service, each wire being separately sheathed in 
lead and the whole cable being insulated with 
lead. The satisfaction of passers-by was great 
as they foresaw the disappearance of the red 
poles of the Fire Department, and President 
Flower and Commissioner Moss, of the Subway 
Commission, were on hand to join in the general 


rejoicing. Only one block was laid, however, on 
account of the primitive methods employed for 
introducing the cable into the ducts. 
Jointed rods were used for  connec- 
tion from manhole to manhole, and 
to the ends of the rods was attached the 
leading wire. This was applied with cord in the 
morning, and very naturally broke, causing the 
loss of two hours’ valuable time. A rope was 
used to better advantage later, but this made a 
big lump when attached to the cable and mate- 
rially increased the friction. There being no 
windlass at hand, the heavy cable, with which 
was also carried a naked leading wire, could not 
be safely hauled through more than one block, and 
therefore the cable was cut. This morning it 
will be laid blook by block, and itwill be spliced 
ateach manhole. It took six hours to lay one 
block, but a vast amount of experience was 
gained, and more rapid work can easily be done 
in the future. The space occupied by the fire 
alarm wires costs the city nothing, as the con- 
struction company agrees to furnish space for 
all the needs of the City Government free of 
charge. 

The progress of laying conduits has struck a 
bad anag at Forty-second-street. Fifteen gas 
and water pipes, the huge mains of the reservoir, 
and two sewers are encountered there, and the 
trenches have to be put down 15 feet and turn 
two right angles. It will make a difficult point 
for drawing cables, and probably a continuous 
manhole will have to be dug there. 

It was denied yesterday that the Baltimore 
and Ohio Telegraph Company had anything to 
do with the Harlem Business Men's Telegraph 
Messenger Company. 


HENRY GEORGE’S CAMPAIGN. 
Henry George has written a letter to Mr. 
Hewitt in answer to the latter’s letter declining 
to hold a discussion, in which he strongly inti- 
mates that Hewitt is afraid.

Mr. George said that he would soon an- 
swer them by letter. Senator Ecclesine ex- 
pressed the greatest confidence in Mr. George’s 
election. He rates the vote of Irving Hall the 
highest yet—20,000. 

Henry George made five speeches last night. 
He addressed an open-air meeting on Ninth- 
street and the Tubal Cain Association and its 
friends at Irving Hall. He declared that he 
would not run for Congress if he had a certificate 
of election and all Mr. Hewitt’s millions offered 
him. ‘“ How long has it been,” he asked, “ since 
such men as I have had a chance to run for Con- 
gress? 7, election has cost Mr. Hewitt thou- 
sands of dollars, and poor men have only been 
backed by rich corporations.” Mr. George said 
that as Mr. Hewitt had refused to meet him in 
public discussion he had secured Chickering Hall 
tor to-morrow night, when he would offer Mr. 
Hewitt half the time or answer his or any other 
person’s questions,

THREE MEN KILLED. 

Coroner Mitchell, of Yonkers, held an in- 
quest yesterday over the bodies of John 
Skahill, Charles Zedek, and James Martin, who 
were killed the previous afternoon at Shaft No. 
16 of the new Croton aqueduct by an explo- 
sion at the dynamite cartridge house. On 


Tuesday afternoon John Skahill, a truckman, 
went there to get a load of the explosive. 
Zedek was in charge of the place and was run- 
ning a machine called the agitator, in which the 
component parts of dynamite are mixed. A few 
moments after the truckman arrived a terrific 
explosion took place from some unknown cause, 
and Zedek, Skahill, and Martin were killed. The 
boiler was thrown 50 feet against a stone wall, 
and the engine was thrown 75 feet into a vacant 
lot on the other side of the wall. There was not 
a vestigeof the building left. Thomas O. Hearn, 
the proprietor of the cartridge house, told the 
Coroner that he believed the cs. presse caught 
fire in the absence of Zedek and the engineer 
trom their work. The jury returned a verdict 
that the men were killed by an explosion the 
cause of which was unknown. 


SUING HIS BROTHER. 

“That brother,” yelled William H. Gar- 
dener, sitting in a witness chair in the Supreme 
Court yesterday, and pointing at his brother 
Adrian, “ that brother has told me 500 times at

INDUSTRIAL EDUCATION. 
A REPORT TO THE SCHOOL BOARD FA- 
VORING AN EXPERIMENT. 

At the meeting of the Board of Education 
yesterday afternoon Commissioners De Witt J. 
Seligman, Henry L. Sprague, and Edward J. H. 
Tamsen, the Special Committee on Education, 
presented their report. A forecast of the sub- 
stance of the document was given in an inter- 
view with Commissioner Sprague, printed in 
THE TIMEs several days ago. The Commission- 


era stated in their report yesterday that they 
believed manual training to be an important 
branch of education, and that it would be a great 
relief to the scholar whose mind is burdened 
with ordinary school lessons, and that it would 
enable him to acquire his ordinary lessons with 
more rapidity because of the variety of work 
thus brought in. It would open new iields of 
employment to thousands of pupils, many of 
whom, in order to earn a living, are now com- 
pelled to leave school before completing the first 
grade of the grammar department. 

Technical education could be introduced either 
by establishing separate schools for manual 
training or by teaching itin the present school 
buildings, thus making it one of the regular 
studies in all the schools. The report continued 
by saying: 

“Your committee are of the opinion that we should 
go to work tentatively. Any theoretical programme 
which might now be laid out would not do. Prac- 
tical experience is desirable. We must gradually 
learn the needs and desires of the various sections of 
this great city. The Superintendent of School 
Buildings informs us that there are vacant rooms in 
various public schools. In some or all of these va- 
cant rooms we might teach mechanical or con- 
structive drawing, modeling in clay, woodworking 
by means of hand tools, &c. If it should be foun 
inexpedient to introduce power into any of our pres- 
ent buildings, some lofts might be rented for that 
purpose. Your committee can decide on all the de- 
tails of the experiment. In view of what we have 
stated we unanimously recommend that $50,000 be 
asked for from the Board of Estimate and nee. 


ment in order to begin the experiment for the male 
grammar schools. 


“The girls in our schools should also receive the 
benefit ofa more practical éducation. Elementary 
cooking could be taught to a large number of the 
girls at a comparatively small expense. Your com- 
mittee are of the opinion that 12 lessons of two hours 
each would suffice. We would also advocate that 
sewing be made compulsory in some classes of the 
grammar schools, At present it is made compulsory 
— the primary department for one hour each 
week.” 

The committee also thought that some lectures 
on general housekeeping ought to he delivered 
to the girls in grammar schools, and recom- 
mended that an appropriation of $10,000 be 
asked for to introduce the subjects mentioned 
experimentally among the girls. 

A long debate followed the presentation of the 
report, Commissioners Crawford, Schmidt, and 
Wood sharply criticising it for not going into de- 
tails. It was finally decided, on motion of Com- 
missioner Cole, to refer the matter to the Com- 
mittee on Studies. The board then went into 
executive session to adopt the budget of yearly 
expenses to be submitteed to the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment.

SHOT DOWN BY HIS WIFE. 

THE DOMESTIC TROUBLES OF AN ITAL-~ 
IAN ENDED WITH A REVOLVER, 

The Italian colony dwelling in ‘‘‘ Little 
Italy,” the territory extending from One Hun- 
dred and Tenth to One Hundred and Twelfth 
street and from First to Second avenues, was 
greatly excited yesterday over the killing of 
Antonio Cignarale, a stonemason, by his wife, 
Chiara Siso Cignarale, who shot him on First- 


avenue, between One Hundred and Tenfh 
and One Hundred and Eleventh streets. 
Cignarale was about 35 years of age, 
and his wife is 26 years old. The 
couple were married nine years ago in Italy. 
Two years ago they came to this country. They 
occupied a small apartment in a tenement house 
on First-avenue, between One Hundred and 
Tenth and One Hundred and Eleventh streets. 
A number of Italian laborers boarded with the 
couple, among whom was Antonio Dante. Cig- 
narale and his wife did not live happily togeth- 
er. The husband found that his wife was more 
friendly to Dante than was proper, and he tinally 
drove Dante from the house. 

Five months ago Mrs. Cignarale abandoned 
her home. Her husband discovered that she was 
living with Dante in Chrystie-street. He swore 
to be revenged. On Sunday, Oct. 3, Dante was in- 
vited to visit some friends living in ** Little Italy.” 
On his way home he was attacked by a friend of 
Cignarale, who cut him severely with a razor. 
The assailant is now inthe Tombs awaiting trial. 

Five days ago Dante and Mrs. Cignarale moved 
to Harlem and hired rooms at No. 2,432 First- 
avenue. On Tuesday Cignarale was informed 
where his wife was living. About 10 o’clock 

esterday morning, armed with a razor, he burst 
nto Dante's apartments. Dante was absent and 
Mrs. Cignarale was in bed. Cignarale told her 
that he had come to kill her and Dante. He 
warned her not to show herself in the street, as 
he would certainly kill her. Then he left. His 
wifesprang from the bed, dressed herself in great 
haste, and, arming herself with her lover’s 
pistol, started after her husband. Cignarale 
was in  First-avenue. As the woman 
approached him she fired at him twice. Cignar- 
ale turned and ran toward his wife, whoran to- 
ward Second-avenue. Cignarale sank to tho 
pavement at One Hundred and Twelfth-street 
and First-avenue, and died fifteen minutes after 
being shot. Three Italians who had seen the 
shooting followed the woman and overtook her 
on Second-avenue, They held her until the ar- 
rivalof a policeman. Mrs. Cignarale was ar- 
raigned before Justice Welde at the Harlem 
Police Court during the afternoon, where a form- 
al charge of murder was made against her. 
Several witnesses gave their testimony through 
an interpreter. The woman said she shot her 
husband because he insulted and threatened to 
killer. Mrs. Cignarale was committed without 
bail to await the action of the Grand Jury.

KILLING A DEFORMED OHILD. 
Mrs. Mary B. Wheaton was arraigned be- 
fore Justice White, in the Tombs Police Court, 
yesterday, ona charge of having conspired to 
murder the infant son of Mr. and Mrs. Abraham 


Lamb, of No. 4 Decatur-street, Boston. The 
child was born on Tuesday of last week and was 
found to have a hare lip. A few days afterward 
itdied, and Dr. Cashman, who was attending 
the mother, refused to give a certificate of 
burial, as he detected evidences of poisoning. 
Mrs. Mary B. Elliott, who was employed to 
nurse the child, confessed tbat she had given it 
40 drops of laudanum at the instigation of Mr. 
Lamb and Mrs. Wheaton. The story of the mur- 
der, as told by Mrs. Elliott and Dr. Cashman, 
is that the father of the child, being 
very much annoyed at the deformity, wished it 
put out of the way and consulted Mrs. Wheaton, 
who lived in his house. She went to Dr. Cash- 
man and asked him to give her something for 
the purpose, but he refused. ; 

On Saturday Mrs. Wheaton left Boston and 
came to this city. Detective Sergeants MeGuire 
aud Mangin found her in the Sumner flats at No. 
250 West Twenty-first-street. She was com- 
witted to the Tombs to await a requisition from 
Boston. The attidavit on which she was heid 
was made by Detective Albert S. Buswell, of 
Boston. Lamb flisappeared on Sunday and it 
is believed that he has gone to Europe.
